therefore been asked to take steps to prevent the printer, who ik of French imtibiiulit), 
from continuing to print the paper, l may add that, while the discussion with M. Rilofc 
was proceeduij£, the 'Turkish high commissioner lodged a complaint with the Fie 3 ugh 
agency, protesting against the “ Serbesti" being allowed to appear under French 
management-

Your telegi&m No. 2 of the 27th insEant. 

Nobody would he expelled from (his country unless he were found to I v. using its 
territory for the preparation of hostile schemes against el friendly Power, imr would 
anyone be extradited unless he were proved guilty of an extraditable offence. Wo 
should recommend the Egyptian Govern mem to pursue the same policy us oui-selves in 
a matter such as the present one, unless the case Ik influenced by some special relation 
of Egypt to Turkey, hi thin connection it appears from Lord Cromer 5 ?* telegram 
No. -5 of the 17th January, 1S90, that when there was a question of the surrender of 
Murad Hey doubt was expressed, by rhu Egyptian Minister for Foreign Affairs as to the 
legality of refusing to do so. Before considering whut. altitude to rmnnmernl towards 
the request, of aim Turkish High Commissioner^ should tike lo be certain that the 
special relation of Egypt to Turkey does not give any special legal aspect to lho case.

Your telegram No. 4 of the 31st January, The Egyptian Law Officers gave thoir 
opinion in 1000 on the question of the administrative arrest and extradition of 
Ottoman subjects. It was to rhe effect that Ottoman subjects residing in Egypt must 
he treated according to Egyptian law, since lhai. country enjoys autonomy in'criminal 
jurisdiction, It would not therefore be possible to interfere with their liberty at the 
request of the Turkish authorities unless the evidence were sufficient to provMhafc an 
extraditable offence had been committed. In the present ease, however f there is no 
evidence of this nature; and further, if any accusation could l>e made, it would he for 
a political oilVtmr, ftir which extradition is accorded neither in Egypt nor in any other 
country. In Lord Cromer's telegram No. 3 of the 17th January, IHiffi, respecting the 
cfl&e of Mured Hey, were put forward objections to faking special mejuitmifi against 
Ottoman subjects at the request of the Turkish authorities. The objections me just 
as strong now us before,

WITH reference to my despatches Nos, 53 and 50 of the 8th and l£lth May 
respectively of Iasi year, I have the honour to transmit herewith copy (1) of a note 
addressed by the French agency to the Egyptian Government stating the conditions 
in which the French Government arc prepared to accept the proposal for the modi lieu- 
tio.n of article 12 of the Mixed Civil Code ; and (2) of the reply which has now been 
return ad to this note by the Egyptian Government.

AN enquiry is now being held into the assassination of Boutros Pasha, from 
which it- appear* that there exists a secret society of Young Egyptians, to which the 
murderer belonged, and that il is owing to the Repeated and violent diatribes against 
the late Prime Minister wKi|h have been appearing in the Nationalist press for the 
past few years that tin- members of this society have been worked up to the pitch of 
committing crime. Cannot the present opportunity he seized to force the French 
< Sovurnmcnt to give up their obstruct ion in regard to the Press Law, and adopt a more 
conciliatory attitude? Until the natives sire thoroughly convinced that to hire a 
nominal foreign proprietor will no longer enable them to escape its provisions, it. is 
impossible that tins low can produce it? full moral effect. There is no practical 
utility in tire expedient so far adopted by the French of lending their assistance to 
prevent isolated incidents, a? otli|y countries are not always able or willing to follow 
suit. It is only the French who now block the way, and naturally no Power can he 
expected tn accept the Press Law unlqjis all other foreigners, whilst exception, arc 
subject to it, J. earnestly beg, therefore, that pressure may be brought to bear to 
induce (In' French Government to agree without further delay to the proposal 
contained in my despatch No. 131 of the lOtli November East year/ 

Boutros Pasha loyally carried out the policy laid down by Ills Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment, and was killed in consequence. I submit that i: is our duty to protect those 
who serve m JaUhMly, and to this end we should leave no stone unturned.

The assailant-., who had been waiting til. the out ranee to the building, lired a first shot 
ut a distance of a few yardw as the Pasha stepped into hi? carriage, anti then, rushing 
on him, discharged live more bullet* at close quartera. He wae immediately arrested 
by the peraons in the vicinity, and the Minister was carried into one of the rooms of 
the Foreign Office mid subsequently to n neigh bo tiring private hospital Five of the 
bullets wore extracted without difficulty, but an operation was necessary in the ease of 
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the original shot, which had passed through the liver and stomach, and it was to the 
effects of this latter wound, combined with the shock of the operation, that the Prime 
M busier succumbed on the following morning. As soon as the news reached the Khedive 
His Highness, visited the hospital and was able to sec and speak to the Minister, who 
was still conscious.

El Umrdani was secretary to the Young 
Egvplimi Congress at Geneva in .UK)7 and I.BlJS, and, while there, acted ns corre¬ 
spond cut of the 14 L&wiv, ?l the chief nationalist organ; after his ari'djj he stated 
emphatically that lie killed the Prime Minister as the eaemv of his country, 
repeating the four allegations which have been persistently brought against ISoutros 
Pasha person ally by the extremist press* namely, that ho signed the Soudan 
Convention, that ho presided ai the Denshawi trial, and that he was responsible for 
the revival of the press lew, and in favour of the renewal of the Sud| Canal 
Concession. 

Moluuncd Said Pasha, the -Minister of the Inierior, has, with the approval of His 
Ma®y's Giwerniimni, been selected as the new Prime Minister, while keeping bis 
place a i lIn- interior. Ismail Sirri Pasha remains Minister of War and Public \\ orka, 
aud the three other members of (ho old Cabinet remain in the Ministry but will 
change i.huii 1 offices, Sand Pasha Zaghloul becoming Minister of Justice.

PRESS LAW. 

T!i« argument adduced by the French and Gorman Governments, bother with 
the memorandum forwarded by you in your despatch No. 131, have been submitted to 
t,be legal adviser, who hns arrived at two conclusions: first, ifiat the view held by the 
Egyptian Goverttmeul that foreigners are 11 in principle " bound by the provisions 
of the Press Law of 1881 has no legal foundation, and seefmdty, that the law 
cannot bo;applied to them unless the foreign Gnverimunits concerned .agree to such 
a course. 

On previous occasions the law office ry and also Lord Hctschell gave opinions 
contrary to ! Sint stated a 1 30 VO. This discrepancy is apparently due to the insufficient 
explanation then at their disposal with regard to certain material point*. 

II, as is probable, il should be' found advisable to submit the la.v of 1881 to the 
law officers ft second time, together with £ Iks contentions set forth in the German note 
of the 3rd August, UMlD. considerable delay must in any case be caused, hut more 
especially in the event of the opinion given by the law officers in 1882 being upheld, 
since in that ease it would be necessary to convince the Gorman and French Govern¬ 
ments of the soundness of such a decision, 

The twnt assassination of BoutrOs Pasha bus, however, strongly emphasised the 
immediate necessity for placing effectual red-rainto upon the press. ; think that we 
should point this out to the French Government and tell them that we consequently 
propose the folio wing course: the French Government having, in their note of the 
12th November last,, admitted that foreign subjects arc bound hv the Press Law of 
1865, His Majesty's Government, while maintaining their view that the same is true 
of the law of 188*1, take note of that admission and will expect that, according to the 
authorisation contained in the^Aix" decision, the Egyptian Government shall receive 
the assistance of French consuls in applying that law to their nationals who are 
interested in, or actually own, Egyptian journals—this modus Vivendi to continue until 
the 'Powers shall have readied an agreement with regard to llie new Jaw. As to ® 
question of granting the mixed tribunals additional powers with a view to enforcing 
the suppression (} f unauthorised journals, we should, I think, thunk the Frencli 
Government for their promise to cooperate in new legislation for this object, and 
ask them to sanction the draft decree, which apparently had the approval of Germany 
in 1885 (see your despatch under reply). 

The above communication would' also be made to the German Government by 
K Lis Mn,jasty’s Govens menL 

Tills course appears to me the only one which will secure immediate and elToctive 
action in this m at tor. Please consider it and put rae in possession of the views of the 
Egyptian Government without delay.

The coiiumiiiiciition which you proposed to make lo the French Government 
foHcnvs the lines which I had ihu honour lo suggest m my despatch No. 13C of the 
2lsi November, MKH>. I then pdiiiLed out, with n-fmvjjrc to the draft decree, that it 
weis m» necessary ro raise chi' question of the applicability to foreigners of the Press 
1-taw of 1881, I was uiulor cite impression, siucu I had heard no more on (he subject, 
that the draft decree had boon suhrnilteil lo ihe consideration of the Frefiph Govern¬ 
ment long ago. The Minister lor Foreign A Hairs, Kuslidi Pasha, and tl u legal adviser 
lo the Egyptian Government, wiih whom I have now again discussed the matter, 
concur in the suggested coHimiinicaOTn. The words “ns modified by Vizi rial 
Ordinance of March 1807 ” si mu Id always he added when citing the Turkish Law 
of ISRj, ns this is the vital pari of the Ottoman legislation which gives to Lhe 
iulrnin iteration the requisite powers* The note should also point on l that, the right of 
administrative suppression and the necessity of authorisation arc implied under both 
systems of legislation. The difficulty, therefore, becomes one of execution—and this 
difficulty is solved by the draft decree in accordance with the lirst solution which the 
French note of the 12th November suggested. Recourse to the consuls is thus 
rendered unnecessary, and you should accordingly omit from your note that sentence 
which refers to the assistance expected tram French consuls in Egypt.

WTTJ.1 reference lo my telegram No. IN of the 7th instant impeding the 
application of lhe Egyptian Bivsb Law of isks to foreign subjects* 1 have Imrl under 
careful consideration the whole eom^|iniidmicc on the question. 

The position adopted by flic Egyptian Government lias been throughout that 
certain ecctirms of the press taw were binding upon foreigners irrespective of the 
formal acceptance nf that law by the [foreign Government umcurmul, because it was 
a law which by its very nature hinds all inhabitants of the country ns being u “ loi 
do police el de sftrdoT 11 was admitted ihat, the law could not apply in its entirety, 
because there were certain previsions which were contrary to the privtlogm 
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specifically given by the text of the Capitulations, but beyond those limits the law 
was binding upon foreigners. 

This is presumably the meaning intended to ho convoyed by tin: phrase which is 
used in some of your despatches and in M, Ilo&ca Scvru’s memoranda, that the law 
was binding upon foreigners “in principle*" 

The Egyptian Government have not departed from this view; but l regret to 
say that, after a prolonged study of the whole question, the opinion to which t have 
reluctantly come is that their position is untenable in law, and that the press 
law of 1881 is not binding upon foreigners, anti cannot he made so without the 
consent of the foreign Governments. 1 am welt aware that this view is contrary to 
that ovpresstm in the report of l he law officers in 1882, rind possibly also to their 
report of the 22ml April, 1885, and to that of the then Lord Chancellor (Lord 
EertcheU) m following year in his nun no rand urn of the 12 th May, copies of 
which reports are enclosed: but it does not appear t lint in any of those cases their 
attention was culled to various matters which have u very important bearing on 
the case. 

In all countries where exlra-revriteml jurisdiction prevails the extent to which 
n foreigner is subjected to the local law depends on the extent to which he is 
subjected to (he local conn.; hi fact, the 5 law and the court go together. No court 
can apply a law which is not binding on ii, and no law is binding on a court unless 
it i* or has beeis made the Irvvy of the cmmtn which lists established that court, that 
is to say, unless it emanated from the Government of ibai country, or has been 
formally adopted by it. That is the system in all the courts maintained by Great 
Britain in countries where His Majesty possesses extra-territorial jurisdiction ; all the 
Orders In Council regulating such cfom-ts provide for the application ol English law, 
but they also provide si machinery by which local laws can be made binding on the 
court, hf\, by their being embodied hi a KlngV Regulation ; but apart from such 
machinery, no English extra-territorial court can apply or enforce a local law. 

In Turkey the Porte successfully established the rule ibat certain dosses of 
offences committed by foreigners were justiciable in the Turkish courts,, eg., offences 
committed by foreigners against Turkish subjects, and also offences against public 
order: frem this it followed that Turkey w in a position to render binding upon 
foreigners laws promulgated by the Forte deal mg with the press. The law and the 
court went together, and as foreigners were justiciable by the Turkish courts* if they 
committed olicnees against tho Turkish press law, thai law was, ipa facto, binding 
upon foreigners, there being el courl, whose law it was, capable of enforcing it. 

It was with a ease wising under the Turkish law that the French Com- do 
Cassation was dealing when it laid down in 1857 the rule that h quoted on many 
occasions in the course of the corresponds®: “La presses Git r6glec f on ce qui 
eoiKiome see police, son regime et scs conditions tTexercice* par la loi tcrriloriak 1 do 

ohaquo pays/ 1 , 

Tu Egypt the stf.uaticm was totally different : foreigners enjoyed complete 
immunity from this jurisdiction of any native tribunal: ^ con*equeotly, ur> foreigner 
COutd tie tried’for any sort or kind of offence in :m Egyptian tribunal; ho could only 
ho dealt with in his own consular court. 

IT followed also from this that no Egyptian law or decree was binding upon 
any foreigner unless that law could he enforced in the consular court, and no 
Egyptian law could bo enforced in a consular court unless the Sovereign who bud 
established that court had accepted tho law and directed his court to enforce it. 

It is definitely stated both by the French ntul German Govern incuts in tlmir 
comnm meal ions in this correapoiidcuco that they had nssented to the onfureement in 
J'lgypl of ihe Turkish Press Law of 1865 and the Vs a ferial Ordiminco ol 1887* and 
that in consequence these laws wore binding upon their respective nationals in 
Egypt; from this it follows that their respective courts in Egypt were bound tn 
enforce them. 

1 observe that It Ik stated with equal dcfimtiuiesn in Mr. Graham's despatch No. On 
of the 8th August, that tlm Turkish hw of 1865 was not, submitted to the Powers, 
but was inherently binding on Foreigners. This appears to ho true so las - as eotieernsii 
Turkey, but it is due to the fact as already stated Unit in Turkey the Turkish court 
wna in u position to enforce obedience by foreigner. With regard to Egypt, however, 
the law does seem to have been formally communicated to the Towers, and either 
definitely accepted, or tacitly acquiesced in, by them so as to he binding upon l heir 
subjects (eco paragraph 2 of memorandum in your despatch No* 1-3 ol tho 1.7th April, 
1009}* Whiohevftr it was, the dclinito admission by both Franco and Germany that

that law had become binding fin thn.se iintkmnb, implying it mijjjBt d0 that their 
courts worn hound to etlwioe it, h an admission which should he borne in mind. 

In the li^h L of the above oxjdaunt ions* it is desirable to examine the authorities 
upon which the memorandum enclosed in your despatch No, t2 of the 17th Aril, 
1909, claims that the press law of 1881 is landing upon foreigners. 

There are, firstly, incidents between l&fiJj &ttd 1HS1, together with the decisions of 
the mixed courts in Egypt in 1881, arts hug out of facts that look place before the 
promulgation of the Jaw of 1881. The purpose of quoting these incidents is to 
show that the toed press law is, ipso facto t binding on foreigners in Egypt, If the 
assertion of the f ranch and German Governments that they assented to the enforce¬ 
ment in Egypt of the Turkish lh'ess Law of 1865 and the Vigicrinl Ordinance of 1.867 
is correct. this, evidence is dearly iiistiilieteui. to establish the Egyptian con tent,ions. 

Among the autlidrities cited is Che decision of the Court of Appeal at Aix in 
1872, upholding the right of the French consul td suppress a newspaper published by 
a Frenchman in Egypt withoui Govern uifcint authorisation wheu called upon to do 
so by the Egyptian Government, 

As an authority this decision is not altogether satisfactory; it. is dfeuribed by a 
text- Imnk writer as ‘Gin monument d 1 Incoherence juiidique" ; it is di 111 cult to follow, 
and the beginning and end of I he decision are quite inconsistent with each other. So 
far ns it goes, however, t he decision Is distil idly in favour of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment. been use it appears to justify the consuls act, hoc upon the ground that the press 
Jaw had been accepted by Era nee and was there IVie binding upon him, but upon the 
ground rhEd the press was regulated by the local law ; it quotes and follows the Cour 
do Cassation Decree! of 18b7 which has been already adverted to in llu* despatch 
w j thou t re a l is 1 n g tl iat. the la Ln < r case arose in "Lb i r key, and th at the c i rcu instances i 11 
Turkey were totally different to those prevailing in Egypt. 

Il makes iio reference to the Turkish Lav of .1.865, but only refers to certain 
Egyptian circulars of 1857 and 1803, which had apparently officially uot union dialed 
some earlier Turkish law to the representatives of the lowers. 

Secondly t there have been, since the 1881 decree, two further incidents, both 
concerning papers owned by Frenchmen:— 

(fa) flic u Bosphorc Egyptian/ 1 where the dispute arose as to the violent closing 
of a printing press belonging to a Frenelnnftn by the Egyptian authorities in the 
alweiieo of the Ere null consul, who had been Invited fe assist, but did no! do so. It 
is now admitted by the Egyptian Government that they cannot dose a printing press 
vriilnyul the intervention o! the consul concerned, 

(6,) l( IC1 Abram/' where the mixed court repelled a suit, for damages for the 
suppression of a paper by the withdrawal of it> authorisation. The Egyptian 
Government had purported to act. under the decree of 1SS1, and the claimant had 
maintained Hint the lav was not binding upon him. The court held that ii was 
quite immaterial whether It. was or whether ii. was not, because, if it was not, the 
law of ]86.7 applied, and that equally untitled the Egyptian. Government to withdraw 
the authorisation. 

To (hi: reference to the law nfliccrs’ report of 1882, which I have mentioned, 
their Attention does not appear to have been drawn in any way to the (inference 
between the position in Turkey and the position in Egypt, and there is considerable 
ground for thinking that their opinion that the law of 1881 was hint ling on foreigners 
must have been influenced by flic fact that the corresponding taws in Turkey were 
undoubtedly so binding, for it appears that a number of previous law officers 1 reports 
relating to Turku} were included among the papers sent to them* 

Lord LLi'i4||ir& opinion of the 12 th May, 188G, was given m connection with 
the “liospliorc Egyptian/ 1 and, as I have pointed out above, the really important 
point submitted to lilru was whether the consular authorities were bound to enforce 
the law, It was made quite dear in the ease submitted to hint that even if the LS81 
law did not apply, the law of 1865 did, as ii had been accepted by the Powers, and 
under such law a newspaper required to be rt authorised.” 

If the first sentence ofl i is opinion, " foreigners \u Egypt are bound to obey the 
local laws made for the peace, order, and good government of the country," coupled 
with the later sentence, M tho offender's natural auihm'itfos are hunnd to enforce 
nltcdumce to local laws, such as press laws,” had boon meant to Imply that a consular 
couft is bound to apply and enforce a local law as sueh, the Mu-kmeut would have 
been totally at variance with Lise practice of this country* and is not carried out 
by any of our exUa-territorial courts, whore no local law is enforced unless it Lai 
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been made binding on lisifish subjects by King's Iti&gillations- Issued for the purpose* 
or the Adoption of some other prescribed method, as at Zanzibar. 

The conclusion, therefore, is* in my opinion, that the ease for holding that the 
press law of 1881 is binding On foreigners is inadequate, 

As stated in my telegram No. To of the 7th instant, it may he necessary and 
advisable again to consult the law ofiiews upon the press law of 1881 and oho 
arguments developed by the German Government in their note of the 3rd August, 
19Q9, This would, however, require time, and, if the opinion of the law oiliecra in 
1,882 were confirmed, still further time would he necessary to convert the French and 
German Governments to this view. 

As at present advised, therefore, I am inclined to think that it would he better to 
abandon the attempt to persuade the Powers that the 1881 law is already binding on 
their nationals:, and endeavour (1) to render effective^ for the suppression of sedition, 
the law of 1865, admitted to have been accepted by foreign nations and to be now 
binding, and (2) to secure the adoption by the Bowers of some more modern law. 

As to (l)j if the Powers have accepted the law of 1805* they arc under an 
obligation to see that. their representatives sire fortified with adequate power to carry 
it out. Tim the French note of the 12lh November, 1.909, does not appear to provide 
for. Though the note recognises that the Jaw is binding on Frenchmen mid applicable 
by the mixed court, it Fails altogether to recognise that, if the executive powers of 
the mixed con rt arc inadequate to force the suppression of an unauthorised journal, 
the French author!ties are bound to step hi and assist. It can safely be urged upon 
the French Government that their consul*, if they net for this purpose, incur no 
liability to the parties injured, because that is the exact point decided by the court, 
at Aix'in 1872. However unsatisfactory that decision may he to show that foreigners 
are hound by the local press law, ii es a good authority to show that the French 
consul may safely intervene to help the inadequate powers of the local tribunals. 
As to other Powers, it is unlikely that they will make any difficulties; if the German 
Government admit that die law Is lending, it is not to be supposed that they will 
make any difficulties about carrying it out, A King's Regulation under the provisions 
of the Ottoman Order In Council will, however, have to he issued to make it binding 
on British subjects and to enable British consuls to enforce the suppression of an 
unauthorised paper. 

In your ues}niteh No. 131 of Lhu 13th November you transmitted the draft of a 
decree intended to augment the powers of the mixed court to enforce the suppression 
of a paper. This, I assume from your despatch, io tho same decree which Germany 
was willing to accept; iis 1885, but Franco was. not. M, Gambon's note of the 
12th November, enclosed hi my despatch No, 205 of the 12th November, states 
definitely, however, that tho French Government are willing to agree to legislation 
that will increase the powers of tlm mixed court for this purpose. There sinfc Lo be 
no reason, therefore, why n general agreement should not he come to that will be 
satisfactory to all parlies. 

H \s on the above grounds that, as stated in my telegram No, IS of the 
7 th instant, T urn disposed to think that the French Government should he told that, 
in view of the urgent necessity of an effective press law—rendered -still more 
imperative hv the recent deplorable assassination of Boutros Fashtv—His Majesty's 
Government,’without prejudice to tho views hitherto expressed by them ns to the 
binding force upon foreign subjects of the law el 1881, take note of tho recognition 
by the French Govommeni in their note of the 12th November, L909, of the 
applicability of tho law of TS65 to foreign subjects in Egypt,; and that, therefore, 
until a new law is accepted by the Powers* ILis Majesty's Government will expect 
Frenchmen owning or interested in journals in Egypt to comply with that law* and 
wilt expect French consuls to assist in enforcing it, as they safely can, it. is understood, 
under the “Aix 1 * decision, and that they note with pleasure the promise of the 
French Government to co-operate in now legislation to extend the powers of the 
mixed tribunal to -enforce the suppression of an unauthorised paper. For this 
purpose lLis Majesty’s Government would propose the acceptance of the draft decree 
forwarded in your despatch No* 131 of tho 13th November, 1909. 

k would also, in that orgeat, he desirable that the press law ot 18S1 should be 
officially communicated in Egypt to the French Government m order that the way 
may bo paved for the subsequent negotiation of a now press law to ho accepted by 
tht" Powers, providing for the deposit of proper security, &e, 3 by tins printers and 
publishers of newspapers, 

A communication on similar lines would bo made to the German Government, 
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and the controversy as to the general rights of Egypt under the Capitulations would 
not be continued, 

\ request that, yen will place these considerations before the Egyptian Govoni- 
mont, and report to me any further ohserrations fchjfiy may have to offer on the 
subject,

Advantage was la ken of Ike introduction of the new system to revise the existing 
financial arrangements between Egypt ami t,]ie Soudan, and 1 beg to transmit 
herewith copy of the amended regulations which have been agreed to by the financial 
adviser of iho Egyptian Government and the Governor-Genera I of the Soudan on the 
subject of the financial relation between the two countries.

1 HAVE the honour to inform you that Ills Majesty’s Government. and Iho 
Kgypliau (iovernmeui have duly approved like prnvi shuns of the m’diiinncr ter creating 
a council to asstsl the Governor-Geluwal of I he Soudan in tin- il^charge of his 
executive and legislative powers, and I enclose herewith a copy of the ordinance in 
the form in which it should now be promulgated. 

You will observe that section 7 prescribes that, mbs shall he made by ihe 
Govemor-G eneral in a nunc it os to the matters, oilier than those already men tinned in 
the ordinance, which are to he submitted to Ihe council. These rules* wInch 1 should 
wish sent to me for approval before they are issued, should inter at in contain a 
stipulation holding ihe heads of the various Government departments responsible that 
all administrative and legislative matters of importance are brought before l3ic council 
They should also empower the council to consider any other matter which the 
Governor-General may rHVr 1o it. Ibr decision. 

It is not intended that questions concerning appointments and promotions in the 
Government service should he included among the ordinary functions of tlie council, 
nor as a general ride will it he found necessary Its consult flint body in regard to 
military matters or questions of defence, If, however, the Governor-General should 
desire the advice of the council in regard to I hose nr ol her inn I tors mi (side its ordinary 
competence* it should be home in mind thni. in smelt cases, the council will he acting 
as an advisory body, and that there will he no question ol a decision by a majority 
of votes, 

Finally, (hr rules of procedure which arc to be made under section 11 should 
prtiaovihu that Iho dfccUBediniH in council, ns distinct from the decisions taken, are not 
to he recorded in the minutes* and they should also empower Lho president to invito 
the attendance of any person whose presence ls.es would consider useful for the 
consideration of the subject under discussion,

assist the Governor-General.

WHEREAS by virtue of the agreement dated the 19fch Jaiijmry, 1899, between 
the Government, of her late liiitunnic Majesty and lho Governmeat of his Highness 
the Khedive* the Governor- 0 cuera 1 is invested with the supremo military and ci'.'ii 
command in the Soudan, with the powers in the said agreement mentioned. ^ 

And whereas with the approval of the two Governments aloresaid it is deemed 
expedient to associate a council with the Governor-General in the discharge oi his 
executive and legislative powers. 

Now it is hereby enacted as follows;— 

1. This ordinance may be cited as the Governor-General’a council ordinance It). 

2. a eoniijoi], lo be known ns the G o v e rno r - Genera 1 f s council* shall he create d, 
composed of the mspecior-gcnorib the financial secretary, the legal secretary* and the 
civil secretary* as e.r officio members, together with not less than two nor more i un 

foqr additional lnomiers to 3io appointed by the GovcMbr-gcIcral. 

Every additional member shall he appointed for a period ol three years, and slia 

be eligible for reappointment. . 

During the absence of an m* of do member of the eo u neit on leave. Ofin the 
event itf bis incapacity through illness, he shall he replaced on the council by any 
officer who, either by special appointment or by virtue of Ids olUcm is competent to 

act for him generally. . 

Burini* the ahsonce or incapacity through illness ol an additional mem her, anj 
other person may be appointed by the Govcrnur-Gcneral to act temporarily as a 

member of the council. . T t 

3. Meetings of the council shall be presided over by tbo GovcmQ|-General. li 
the (Governor-Genoml shall not he present, then, subject tethe provisions ol section Id, 
the senior member of the council who is present shall preside. 

■L Tiie Governqt-Genpral’s council shall, itc respect of all such tit nigs as under

IN 1 Lord Cromer's letter to Lord Kitchener of the 1.9th January, 1899, 
tinitsnititing a copy of the agreement of the same date between the British and 
Egyptian Governments on the subjecl of the future administration of the Soudan, 
it is laid down that the control over tlio affairs of that country, which is the necessary 
consequence of the responsibilities assumed by the two Governments, should he 
exercised through His Majesty's agent and consul-general in Lgypi, who is charged 
with the general supervision of Ihe policy and administrative methods adopted by the 
Soudan Government, 

Hitherto this duty Las been carried out by the maintenance of close unofficial 
relations between the Governor-General And the consul-general in regard to all 
matters of general interest to the welfare of the country, and m incom-ouieuco baa 
resulted from the necessarily somewhat undefined (diameter of tho situation. The 
creation of a council, with definite function^ to assist tho Goveriinjr-General in tho 
discharge of his executive rind legislative powers inufiL however, inlluoucc the relations 
between Ilk Majesty*!* agency and the Soudan Government anil renders it desirable 
to lay down in general terms tho mutters on which the consul-general expects to ho 
consulted. In the following provisions, drawn up more especially for tlio information 
and guidance of the members of the council, I have tried to embody wtiut appears to 
me to be bhe existing practice:— 

3. In ordinary routine administration full responsibility rests with the Govemor- 
Goncrai, aided by his council. The consul-general requires to be kept informed as 
to rnfitters falling under 1 his bend in such defiiil ns nmy hr accessary for enabling 
him to keep in touch wiih Soudan adminktration and for avoiding divergence of 
policyi Such information k communicated in lhe confidential correspondence of the 
Governor-General with the consul-general, 

5, A» to all matters involving questions of policy, the consul-general requires to 
he consulted before action is taken, in order that- be may represent, and, if necessary, 
ascertain., the views of tho Hrltish or Egyptian Governments, 

3, Thu Governor-General will also bring io tho notice of the r.-oesul-general, at 
ns early a stage as possible, question* affecting foreign gubjjflcto, their liberty, or 
property, which are of a nature to lead to diploma tic representations; questions 


affecting foreign trade and especially such as concern the right* and obligations of 
the shipping community, and questions which appear likely to attract public attention 
outside the Soudan. 

4. On the above lines the approval of the consul-general should be obtained 
before!sand in tlio following matters:— 

(I.) All laws., ordinances, and regulations made by the Governor-General in 
council {Govempr-General's Council Ordinance, section. 6)* In the ease of legislation 
imposing additional taxation or involving serious change in the existing revenue 
system, reference should be made to Cairo before a definite proposal is submitted to 
tho council, 

(2.) The despatch of military or punitive expedition* or of armed patrols of 
abnormal stnWth, or. except in case* of urgency, any recourse to martial law by 
virtue of article 9 of the agreement of the 19th January, 1899. 

(ft.) The introduction of any new general service or any wide extension of tho 
duties of nn existing service, 

i>t.) The granting of i4 Large” supplementary credits or credits involving any 
rtfew departure, whether charged to the annual budget or to the reserve fund. In 
estimating the importances of credits, account will be taken of any consequential 
expenditure which may be involved by tile granting of the original credit. 

(A) The raising of loans, cither by the Central Government or by local bodies. 

(9.) Thu gran ling of advances from public funds to private individuals or bodies, 
with the exception of advances of no great individual amount made under schemes 
already approved. 

(7.) “ Im port ant" concisions. 

(8.) The nppoinrunout of members, other than acting member, to tho Governor 
General 1 * Council, and, in general, all permanent appointments to high offices in the 
Govern men t service. 

(9.) The appointment of an acting Governor-General, 

(IUh) The submission of names of civil officials to Ilk Highness the Khedive 
for Egy ptian decorations from the Thud Class upwajcS? or the corresponding grades. _ 

f]T.) R-ulcs made under sections 1 and 11 of the Govemor-aoneiul b Council 
Ordinance. 

5, The following matters will be regularly communicated to the consul- 

general 

(I.) T'!l«^ minutes mid proceedings of the meetings of tlic Governor- Genera Ik 

Council. 

(ib) Genera! regulations issued by the Governor-General or with his sanction. 

(3.) The imposition of quarantine measures against Egypt or against any foreign 
country. 

ft. In deciding, in questions of doubt, at what stage any matter should be 
brought to the notice iff' the consul-general P or whether it is necessary that any 
m&tittuiiir matter should bu specifically brought to his notice, it should he borne 
in mind 

(«,) That prior reference is specially necessary where the action proposed is of 
a public or formal character, which it would his difficult subsequently to cancel; 

(A) That action which can be invoked a* ft precedent, may be judged according 
to the principles involved, even where the matter itself is of small Immediate 
importance.;

Ills Majesty h s Goveimmont deeply regret that, the French Government are not able 
to meet the views of the Egyptian ■.oven liiic: nt 3n this matter, the more so as tho 
conditions now put forward by the Eroneh Guvcrrunonl are even morfi stringent in 
diameter than those which they were prepared to accept in Juno 1005. 

For insiaocc, whereas ibempowers of modification in the original French proposal 
extended lo all mixed legislation, the present proposal of the French Govermnent 
limits sis Sphere to tho Mixed Civil Code, the Mixed Commercial Code, and the Mixed 
Code of Procedure, and also nudvcs a special exception in til© ease of ovcrytlung- 
which ooricewis the judinial organisation and rights of foreigners guaranteed by the 
Capindmmiw and by Other m-uiies. Again, in lOdu, tho French Government accepted 
ihfi proposal that the decisions of the Court-must be agreed lo by a majority of the 
members present in full assembly; now they require that tho majority shall bo oneo- 
two-tJuixls and that every nationality shall be represented* 

Tho mw requirements cannot fail, if persisted in t to have th© elreet nr pcistpnrung 
a Rettlenieiit of iW qtifestion which has been poetically accepted in principle by the 
other Powers, and is designed by I he Egyptian Government solely lor the purpose of 
simplifying mid improving the existing system of procedure. , 

Hi’s Maicsty’s Government find themselves reluctantly obliged lo remind uio 
French Govcrmuent of the engagements wliich they midertook in L9UL, namely, wdien 
tlicv declared that they will not obstruct the action of Great Britain ua ItgypL by 
asking that a limit of time he fixed for the British occupation or in any Other manner. 
His Majesty’s Government would also refer to the secret, article 2 of the Anglo-1'ranch 
agreement of t& mw y'wr with regard to Morocco, m which it is stated that His 
Majesty's Government have, no present intention of preposing to the lowers any 
changes in the system of the Capitulations or in the judicial system nf Egypt. In Llie 
ovenl of their considering it desirable to introduce mloj-.gypt reforms tending 
assimilate the Egyptian legislative system to tha( m force m other mvihsod countries, 
the French Government will not refuse to entertain such proposals, 

llis Majesty T s Government do not. doubt, that the French tfovcrmneni.. arc .irmly 
resolved to abide by the letter ^ well as the spiril of these undertaking; hut, m view 
of the loyal manner in which His Majesty 1 '* Government have fulfilled their part of the 
bargain hi regard to Morocco, they bad hoped that the French Government would have 
given n more favourable reception to the propose la of the Egyptian Government on 

this oci asiom j.]] s Majesty's Goveriimeni hope that the French Govern- 

mfini—who are at present alone in iheir opposition to the nuntsuve umlrr cotieidnrii’ 
tiun- -may see their way to modify thtur attitude and to accept tha proposals ot the 
' Jin Government.

Tilts the Frondi Government, admit, and there is no necessity fur 
discussant; whether the right is derived from the Turkish Tress Law of iStio, as 
modified by VL.brinl ordinance of March 1BC7, or from the Egyptian law of 1881, 
for ii is implied under both systems of legislation. This matter is nut mentioned in 
the draft.

necessary measures for on forcing Uni taw will be carried out by the agents of the 
mixed tribunals in exactly the same way as is done at present in other matters in 
which those courts exercise criminal Jurisdiction over foreigners. 

The above ennsi iterations show that the draft decree is in general accordance 
with the ]imposnL made by the French Government in I heir mourn minium of the 
12th November. 

The acceptance of ibis decree would form the second stage in the procedure 
necessary in order to give the Egyptian Government immediate unit ml over tbe press 
and to secure a permanent arrangement of a satisfactory nature. 

Tbe three stages would be as follows

(In 
Sunday, the 20th February, Bout tm Ghali Mm, the late Prime Minister, was fatally 
wounded ns he was leaving his oflioe by the bund of one of those miserable creatures of 
feeble in tel List and disordered ideas, who are iiticonscious dupes of iho greater crjiuiimN, 
who pmicli violent methods, which they nrc a 1 raid themselves to carry into effect! 
The motives of tho crime were purely poli&h The murderer had tig personal 
gmdgo against bis victim, and was not acting under the inlluanca of religious 
fanaticism, and in defence of Ids deed merely repeated the accusations which have, 
in EHiasori and out of season, been alleged ‘against Boulroa IWm, in violent ami 
threatening Language, in the columns of the Nationalist press. Though tlmir wretched 
and misguided follower will pay the penalty, ! have no hesitation in saying that tho 
leaders of tho Nationalist party are morally responsible for l lies murder of Boutros 
Pasha, For years past they have promoted and fomented iL-se attacks in full 
knowledge of the fact that their worths could nut foil to stir the ignorant and 
excitable youths to whom they were addresstnl to the net* of violence” which they 
now pretend to deplore. It. is an example of the irony of fate that the Blow duo 
to the criminal incitements of these self-styled patriots should have fallen upon 
the first genuine Egyptian who has risen to the highest position in tlio suwiefi of bis 
country. 

Boutins Ghali Paslia warn bom ia 184(3, and, after a long and distinguished official 
career, first entered the Ministry in 189$, as Minister of Finance. In' the following 
year ho was appointed Minis.Iter of Foreign Affair,, in which office he remained until 
the dav of bis death, On the retirement of Mouedupha Fohmy Pasha tn No vernier 
I1H*W, ho was summoned by ihe Khydivo to form the administration which has just 
been brought. to ao untimely a conclusion. The valuable aerviccK which throughoni his 
otlieiiLi life'he rendaml to his country, mid the loyalty and integrity which he displayed 
in many difficult, ami delicate aituutions, arc so well known that 1 need not expatiate 
on them here, His death at the present time is an irreparable los^ io Egypt, and 
it will be long before the Khedive and his country find a more devoted,tthigki-rniuded, 
and capable servant 

Mo hummed Said Pasha, whose sixteen months tenure of tho Ministry of the 
Interior had been marked by important reforms rendered possible owing to the cordial 
relations subsisting between himself Lind the Adviser, was selected us tho PrtmLj 
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so 

Minister, and entreated with tho mission of forming a new administration, composed as 
fbllowB

Though some of the Ministers have changed office, the only new recruit is Yousuf 
Saha Pasha, formerly for twenty years at the head of the Post Office, during which 
period he earned for himself ;i well-deserved reputation as a capable and sseaMis 
administrator. His appointment has been received with approval throughout tho 
country. 

r l1ie task of giving a calm and impartial review of the general situation during 
1909 is rendered exceptionally difficult by the fact that at has to bo undertaken aL a 
time win on the oidninicy which lifts cast a slur oil lino fair riiinic of Egyp*, and caused a 
general feeling of disquietude throiighoLit the country, is still fresh m meida minds, 
lip to tho moment when this catastrophe happened there seemed every prospect that 
the wise and sober courao pursued by Boutros Pasha and Ids colleagues, and their 
refusal to be hustled from the path of moderation by the extremists on cither side, 
were gradually bringing about a bettor state of Feeling, ['he Nationalist party was 
slowly but. surely losing ground, the effervescence in ike schools was abating, and the 
students appeared to be ones more occupied with their lessons. Tho oncouragcm+uit 
given to i he Legislative Council to become a more useful part of the machine of 
government and the wider administrative functions conferred upon the Provincial 
Councils were beginning to convince such critics ns were open to conviction that the 
policy of gradually training the Egyptians for self-government was intended to he ft 
reality. That the improvement which hod begun to manifest itself in the attitude 
of tine country towards its rulers should be cut- short by the marl act of one 
individual, urul that justification should he given to the numerous elements which 
advocate a pulley of stern repression, would indeed he a calamity, and (lie boat 
tribute which his former colleagues, who are now res|>onsible tor currying on his 
policy, can pay to the memory of Boutros Push a is to ensure the continuation of 
the work of pacification which characterized his brief tenure of office as Prime 
Minister. 

During 1909 the Press Law, which hod been revived in the early part of tho year, 
was applied with great, perhaps too great, moderation, Two native papers were warned, 
ami one was (suppressed, the Liter having already been suspended under the ordinary 
law by the Native Tribunals and its editor sentenced to twelve months' imprisonment. 
Sheikh Shawish, the editor of the “Lowi/ 1 was also sentenced to throe mouths 1 
imprisonment for writing an article which contained scurrilous libels qn the late Boutros 
Pasha and another high native official, These warnings were not, however, .successful 
in preventing the axtremc Nationalist journals from continuing to pour odium and 
contempt on tho authorities, and tho Government may primps be blamed for not having 
uaed more freely tho powura which they po&easod to put a stop to these abuses. Tim 
Minietern against whom the diatribes of tho Nationalist writers were chiefly directed 
wore reluctant to utilize tho Law to repress personal attacks upon thornsekes, and they 
preferred to take up the attitude of treating unfounded and fiMtoLis accusations with 
fiiSent contempt. Bad experience has, however, now shown that this attitude does not 
eufficQ in Egypt. It' is possible, though not, I fear, probable, that those who have been 
engaged for Mie bust few years in stirring up the evil paSsboa of thu ignorant ami 
ci^idoufl may at last. porcttive that they are playing with fire* and endeavour to rflimd 
their ways. ‘If this should not turn out to m tho tarso, it will becainB necessary to 
at’sidv (,1m Breen Law with greater severity Ilian heretofore. No obligation of Govern- 
nuenl k more imperative than to protect efficiently tho lives and reputations of thufle 
vvho devote themselves to tho service of their country. 

Turning to the economic situation of the country during the past twelve months, the 
chief feature has boon that, in spite of a good Nilu and favourable climatic conditions, 
the cotton crop has been very considerably below tho average of recent years. The 
hmh prides prevailing have, indeed, to some extent compensated for the falling off’ id 
the yield, hut none the less the result comes Am a great riisnppoititinm- to those who 
had Wheel forward to an abundant crop, which might clear away the financial atngua- 
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tion from which the county has been suffering ever since the crisis of 1907, Moreover, 
the Agricultural Bank returns indicate that the effects of this long-continued de-pres- 
rion are reaching the smnltcr cultivator, and some? difficulty is being experienced in 
recovering the frank’* advances. Thai tnr. effects of the crisis have not yet passed 
away is further proved by the fact that imports again showed u falling off, though this 
was in part due to a fall in price of many of the principal articles of consumption.

A 
Citreful investigation j* proceeding into the cause* ..f (he failure of Iasi year’s cotton 
crop, and 1 do not doubt that remedies arc to be found for most- of the- . -vi Im which 
allhei the cultivation of cotton In Egypt, All agricultural countries are liable to 
violent duct nations in their crops, and there seems nu reii&eii to suppose that the 
results nf last year tired bv considered in any way significant of what the future wi 11 
bring forth. 

In April of last year much interest was aroused by the discovery of petroleum 
at lias Jermmh, a point on the lied Sea coast about ItiO miles south of Buck, in 
tbn district known a? jhe Wed N KU OillioJ<k where on several former occasions 
boriug for oi 1 bud been unsuccessfully tried. I 1 or over a year n private company had 
been engaged in boring openUihnu at this spot under a prospecting lice ape granted bv 
tho Egyptian Government. From the first borehole put down, a Sow of oil under high 
pressure was obtained at a depth of about 1,390 (bet, and the vrell was siioim-m; fully 
capped without accident. j\ second Dow of oil was encountered in tk:ptemher last, 
at n depth of l,(jC0 feet, in a boring commenced in March j!)08 at n point about 
IftO yards north-west of the first, This well was also successfully capped. The 
analyses of the ml have £iven good results, and exploratory work to determine 
the extent and position of tho oil-1 tearing territory is proceeding. Other c&inpiMUMi 
are now actively prospecting in the heighljorn-bood, ami ev survey, both topographical 
and geological. of the area is being made by tin? Survey Department. In several other 
localities which are considered favourable, or which show indications of the presence of 
oil, preliminary operations and Wing have been commenced.

the world, . 

As regards legislation hi nmttciaj where ibreignors are concerneLh there is, i regret 
to way, no progress to be recorded, though several important proposals aro now, and 
have Won for sonn- years, mulor the conaidt-mtioij of the bowers. Tln^ is duo the 
fad- that it in a labour of iTercules to get the assent, of fifteen Powers to any alteration 
in the Mixed Codes, and until some change is nifieetid in tile existing method ol 
legifllutiug, foreigrsm.'-s resident, or having imoreats, in Egypt- must continue to lieav 
with resignation the ini perfect io'is and deficiencies of the law.

readmes to answer questions on administrative matters— a privilege not Li eluded among 
thj 1 rights accorded by the Organic Law, and the value of which is obvious to dl acquainted 
witSi the history of represent rive assemblies.—the discuss inn which tmsiied tinned 
almost entirely upon the question afi to whether this privilege was re be viewed na a 
favour granted by the Government or a right already possessed by the Council, and no 
ap^rceiataon was shown of the practical ad van luges to 1* derived from the. concession 
which i lie Mioi^ters had voluntarily projfjbred. Quite recently, when the Budges 
ipr the cdrri&nt year wan under debate, (he principal ipeakers Contented themselves

Before 
the. discussion on the Budget for next year tikes phuv:, I venture lo recommend (hose 
niumlkii’s who desire to acquire a thorough understanding of Egyptian finance to make 
careful study of the Studsikul Ymr Book of Ifytjf* far WQ9, recently issued by 
tliv Ministry of Ilmanfe, This work, which hns been produced under the dhtpetion of 
M. itum.limo, the Director of flse Statistical Depart muni, gives a inost comprehensive 
and well-arranged mass of informal i-m, compiled from the returns of former vearti, 
And the results^will come as a considerable surprise to those who have Imen accustomed 
to animadvert in no friendly spirit on the flnuncm! in I ministration of the past. 

These erruia should not, however, ha regarded too seriously, aiij are natural enough 
in a body that is as yet inexperienced in public ulliiirs. The weak points nf the 
institution at piv.re.ui, are thni the. majority of the niemben^are easily ir*d astray by the 
more turbulent spirits, and that the thief preoccupation of nil of them in to avoid Ixjju« 
abused in the native press lor want of patriotism, which is the invariable result of any 
support however mild or platonic, given tu the proposals of the Government. With 
turn- and unlmiice tt may lie hoped that the foomWs will free rimniHebres Itorn these 
faults, and will gradually heroine able to form an independent jiidgnu ul on the matters 
brought fie I ore them, without being overawed by Irupiaciouaness of some of their 
cm]leagues, or loci astray by Nationalist calumnies, The Government have gone m far 
as b possible in the ^ direction of giving every facility to the Legislative Council to 
nLiiire tin fHiwem which they now jK&u&t, and un extension of fun ct tony in desire hie 
until the i'lMM'nlings of the Council shew that siteh a course cars headopted without 
danger to the welldieiug of the comm unity. In this respect 1 can only repeat what J 
«vid in lost year's report, via., that “the future development of the institution must 
depend upon the wisdom and ditigrafimi displayed by the membere themselves/

‘"■lci 1908 the total of the credits granted on the Reserve Fund amounted to 
£E, 3,380,000 and in, IDOU to XE. 3,080,000. As will he seen above, the total of the 
credit for 1910 is largely reduced. An thu unpledged balance of the Fund becomes 
smaller, tho scope of the new works to bn undertaken must necessarily be diminished, 
however regrettable this may bt from the poin’t of view of the country's development. 
Irrigation works continue to receive ilia chief share in the credits granted, but the 
situation of the Fund has made i t necessary to cut down tho grants wherever possible." 

In regard to the credit granted fur the Soudan* the Financial Adviser makes in his 
note the following observation Hi, in which l entirely concur ;— 

“ A sum of ,0lv 854,000 is allotted to Liu? Soudan for the extension of the railway 
south of Khartoum. This railway ia being pushed forward for economic and 
strategic reasons. It is an essential factor in tho scheme of development of tho 
country whereby its rcaourcuH mar bn so increased as to enable it at an early date 
to dispense with tho Egyptian subsidy. It k imtrsBary na a measure of insurance 
against possible disturbances which, if not promptly quelled, might involve very heavy 
military ox pend t tore, 

"The broad grounds of tho financial policy of the Government m the matter of tho 
Soudan wore set forth in the Financial Adviser’s note last year. It ia satisfactory te 
observe (hat this policy ia steadily bearing fruit. The revenue of the Soudan for 1910 
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is estimated at ,CE. 1,1.00,000, £E. 50,000 more than will probably he collected in 1909, 
thus continuing the progress of expansion shown by the annexed table :■—

The toted capital, 
therefore, amounted lo 95,211,0001. on tin:' 31st December, 1909, and the annual 
charge to £l£. 24,579,000. 

Xt bag, however, to be borne in miiid that, stock to thu extent of 8,008,000L is held 
either by the Government or by the CofUniUsiofista of the Debt,. The interest on this 
amount k iiE, 219,000.

51 possible to mcreast-, Lho peasant proprietary el fists, and thus create a conservative 
element in the country which would make H for stability. It wan hoped that the 
advances would enable the Fellaheen t" extricate themselves from the clutches of the 
village usurers, am! would turn id) ibem with capital for agricultural improvement and 
for extending rimir holdings. It wn* I'ecognijicd that, tlio project win? essentially of an 
experimental character, and it waa clear that success would depend upon the use mude 
oi the fad lit ius a Hbrclcci for borrowing money at a comparatively Imv rate. 

Owing to a variety of circumstances, the Banks operations during the first few yearn 
were'conducted under eJE-ceptioi^illy favourable couditiorfl, arid they were not pul to a 
scvmv.i Lest until the md of 1907, when the great prosperity width the Egyptian 
peasantry bad begun tu lock upon rm pemiaiHait received a temporary sol-back. 
Accurate information rts to the purposes for ivhiih the loans ar-- used has never hue is 
forth coming, hut iliureis little doubt that a large proportion of the money borrowed 
waa devoted la the. purchase of hind.

F flie accumulation of arrears may also ho in i>art attributed to the difficulties in 
the way of m&tltutingprocecdin^ against recalcitrant debtors, both on account of the 
large number of defouftere {40,000 at the end «.f Janu% 1910) ar,d also owing to the 
delay and expense involved in having recourse to the law. Thb diems of the Bunk 
have begun to realize the ol utricles hi the wav of enforcing prompt puvment anil I 
tear that they are Retimes hid toed to take advantage of them to postpone the fulfil- 
meat of their obligations even when they arts in a position to pay, Lost year the 
cj umber of actions bought in tho courts by the Bank for the recoverv df d*m was 
the subject of criticism which was, in my opifljjbu, very unreasonable; ft is the Bank's 
duty to the shareholders to maintain amongst its debtors a sense of respect for their 
obligations, and however reluctant it may bo to have recourse to legal proceedings 
there are many cases in which no other argument is able to cun vines, As a matter 
oi tact, in the tint eleven months of 1999, judgments were obtained against only 3Eg 
ddaultera, and the amount of land sokl up was under S00 fodtlinis-^k clear proof that 
thu R$nk has used its legal powers wit h great moderation. Nevertheless in spite ot 
all these difficulties, it is 8ntisfact% to find that in 1909 the Bank succeeded in 
recovering two-thirds of the ftrrpare overdue at the end of the preceding year. As 
for the legal impediment which 1 have just pointed out, a series of proposals for 
remedying them by expediting the procedure hi the Com'to. Isiuilitating the sales of 
hind, find reducing the cost oflegnl proceed digs, are at tbis moment under the considera¬ 
tion of the (to vein merit, 

it must not be hurriedly assumed,, because the results of the last two years have 
[mi ‘ Tl less fovmimhfo than heretofore, that the facilities accorded for borrowing cheaply 
buve not ofieoted a general J^prpv#n&it; in the financial position of the lelkb, and 
tiavi.i merely encouraged him to increase Isis indebtedness Hie period In question 
haw h'.'tni abnormal, ami several uuI;tvoumldocire-umataneps have occurred simultaneoufilv 
to agrjcultural prosperity and to lay hare the weak spots in ilia present system. 
The right policy for the Government niid the Bank is, therefore, unt to abandon or 
restrict a business which has, l am convinced, done much to relieve the condition of the 
peasantry, hut to set to work to remedy thy defects which the experience of recent 
years has shown to exist in its practical working.

6,453,000 exported, 
showing a net import amounting to XE. 553,000, as against a not export in 1903 of 

405,000, A notable feature of the movement of specie in 1909 was tlie 
unprecedented export of gold to India, am mi tiling to no less than £E r 2,204,000 during 
December last. The hanks took advantage "t the fact that gold was released here 
earlier than usual, owing to the partial luihare of the cotton crop, to profit by the Indian 
demand for gold to move an exceptionally heavy harvest.

11 should here mentioned that the figures for 1909 have been intentionally 
omitted as being misleading for the purposes of comparison. The amount, of cotton 
exported in 1909 is higher than the average for the last three years, although the 
recant crop Ik a particularly short one. This is due to the IhcL that the 1.908 crop wdh 
lato, and ctm&eouently a larger proportion than usual was exported in the following year, 
while oil Urn other bund the 1909 crop '.vus pushed forward for export owing to Lho high 
prices pro vailing in November and December. 

The principal features In the above table which merit attention are: the rapid increase 
in the production of cotton, accompanied by a heavy fall m the price during the first half 
of the period; thu continuous risu in the price of cotton during the past nine yeara, 
causing a large increase in tbo value of exports ; the still larger expansion of imports, 
on account of which ibe oxcoas of exports ever imports has steadily fallen throughout 
the ’whole period ; the large net imports of specie, contributing still further to reduce 
the balance of exports over imports. 

It will be observed that the excess of exports over imports, including both 
merchandise and specie, which nearly reached i-E, 6,000.000 in lho early part of the 
period under review, was, by the Inflow of foreign capital, gradually reduced in the 
years of great prosperity. The re action which set hi during 1997, when the supply of 
foreign capital was in great niLiLLtniri' cut oil, again caused the excess ^'f oxjiorLs to 
increase, and this oxcees would have been more marked, had not the Government, 
butwaon 1907 aii J 1908, sold necuriLies abroiid to meeb expenditure agttiiiflt the tksorve

I'Jn- import oi’ leaf tobacco has decreased from 8,042,900 to 7/907,400 kilorn 
Turkey keeping the first place with 45'‘1 per cent,, and Greece coining next with 
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39‘3 per cent. Cigarettes show a total export of 457,200 kileg., equal to that of the 
preceding year, in spice of a contmuoua falling off in the quantity sent to Germany. 
During the year t-ho export, duty levied in Turkey on tobacco aont to Egypt was raduted 
from 3 to 4 Turk is! t piastres. At tha beginning of the present year a very sertoua 
fire took place at t-hu Alexandria Custom House * destroying tbo south wing of the 
tobacco stores and causing much loss to a large number of merchant!?, principally 
cigarette manufacturers, who stock the higher qualities of tobacco. The quantity 
destroyed was about 56,A00 bales, valued at £E. 300,000. 

The new commercial convention with Italy was ratified in February 1909. A 
commercial treaty with .Russia was concluded during the year, and negotiations for 
an arrangement with Denmark are now proceeding. When these are completed 
■^yE' 5, bavu olitailn:d ihe complete liberty of action in commercial affairs wmch wjls 
granted by tha finnan of 1873, but which could not come Into practical operation till 
all the pm-existing treaties with Turkey had lapsed.

The number of offices open on t he 3 I at Dec#ibw was 1,485, an increase of 23 over 
the previous year, 

313,000, showing nn increase of 
XE- 10,000 over 1908; while- the expenditure has dropped from £E,. 2<JG,G00 to 
£E. 203.000, a decrease of .CE. 3,000. The net surplus for 1909 ia therefore 
£IC, 50,000 m emu pare il with £E r 30^000 ir 1908 and £R. 92,000 in 1907. 

The total number nf articles dealt with in 1909 was 72,310,000 as compared 
with 69,530,000 in 1903, being an iiicrease of t per cent, over 1908 and LO pr cent, 
over 1907. 

It may be of interest to note that a sudden drop ol seme £E r 3,500 in tha stamp 
receipts of the Alexandria office, which occurred during the months of February and 
September, was 'accounted for bv the fact that, the usual consignment of lot-ten* 
advertisements sent by ati Austrian (inn In England viik Egypt bad bean discontinued. 
Tlu^ consignment had hvvil sent annually since the introduction of penny postage 
between England and Egypt ami had incidentally provoker] a certain amount ot 
unfavourable comment in the British press. 

The amount of money forwarded through the Post Office was £E. 20,863,000 an 
catmwvred with £E. 22,3 49,000 in E9U8, Inland money orders incrtxisctl in number, 
but deen-asi d in value by approximately XE. 163,000, thus giving unite work and loss 
profit. Specie packets, winch are pvinctpallv used for the payment of wCrknum and 
purchases of produce, dhinm^iicd in number by 3,076 and In value by £E. 1,190,900. 
On the other hand, tap rnimbcr of British paste! unL-rs kohI fraiji Egypt increased in 
I0o9 even more nqddU' than during 1008, and 53,000, of a total value of £bl. 35,000, 
wore despatchvd aa against 47,000, witli u value of £E, 29,000, iu 1908, 

The increasing number of articles entering the country from abroad is shown bv 
the figures of the parcels service, 955,000 parcels being dealt with, as compared with 
370,000 in 1903. The cosh-un-delivery service, established iu 1909 with Great Britain 
iucreoscH slowly but steadily, na nitiv bn seen from n comparison of the figures from the 
tab June tu the 31st December in too two years ;—

The estimatef for railway ox[Manditure in 191,0 show a decrease of £E, 4-J.,90{J ae 
compared with tbp corrosponding figure for L909, iu spite of the fact that t-lmro foia 
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been a ripe in ihc Drifts of cod. fhirchaseB of rolling stock from revenue have been 
curtailed, but, it will be necEsssary to .restore in future years the amount provided on this 
account, On the other hand, the relief staff, nn expensive necessity in a country where 
the train service is tfie same ail the seven days of the weuk, is being reinforced in order 
to give more rest to the employ^. Every effort has been made to avoid dinch|Vging 
staff xo that it 1ms not been possible to cui, down expenditure to the extent that the 
reduced earnings would at first sight appear to justify. 

Credits to the amount of £K 400,900 have been granted from the Reserve Fund 
for capital expenditure on the railways during the current year, the more important

Tlu! total area planted with cotton in 1909 was approximately 1,530,000 feddana, 
being sewnew hat lees than In the pruned ing your. During tho early part of the season, 
acid indeed down to th-. epd of August, there seemed every probability of a record crop. 
An ample supply of water w'cls available during the summer, and, llh el geneva! rule, 
the climatic conditions were favourable. In spite of these encouraging features, the 
ultimate yield—amounting according to the latest estimate! to about 5 million banters— 
caused general disappointment and was, both in quantity and quality, much below tbit 
t>l recent years. The reasons of this sudden and a a expected falling "fT are still 
somewhat obscure. Np doubt insect pests were exceptionally active:. The cotton-worm 
inillctod a certain amount of damage to tho growing crop, while in very many districts 
SlO appearance of the bolt worm late in the season was responsible lor the greater part 
of thrs loss. The Government arc taking such step as are whhin their power to 
mitigate (.bo ravages caused an in sally by these scourges; The ailm i mat-rat ivc measures 
presold bin I by the law of 1905 fortius dcstnietinn of tho cotton-worm were put in force 
throughout the country, 77 special Inspectors and 1(37 assistants were apSsinteil at a 
cost of about £E. 5,500 to supervise the operations., and 110,000 children retmisitiotsed 
to pick the ooiHiiuiinated leaves in localities where labour was scares. Iliere were 
10,000 prosecutions of cultivatore far not destroying the worm, nnd 050 Oindelig 
and sheikhs were punished administratively for neglect of duty hi this connection. 
Unfortunately the etfiricncy with which Uic campaign whh organised mu I carricdysito 
execution was to a certain decree neutralized by an especially severe visitation oi this 
pest. Ah for the boll worm, whifth in 1909 was even more destructive than tho cotton- 
worm, the Kliedivial Agricultural Society has made a very thorough investigation into 
bs history, and, ag a result of ite recommendations, a decree lifts beau jiussed pro¬ 
scribing certain measures oei the part of the fellaheen which will, it is hoped, help to 
reduce the ravages occasioned by thin insect. 

It has hiihorto been an article of faith amongst native cultivators that the severe 
rotations put m farce whenever the summer supply of the Nile is tow are detrimental 
to the cotton and arc largely Tcsponaihle far the recent decline in the yield ; (his 
theory in, however, discredited by the fact that this year the summer supply \yft& all 
that .could be desired, and consequently rotation restrictions were removed at a very 
early date. It is clear, thoroifflw, that other and more raconditseftuseSs which perhaps 
vary in different parts of the country, must he sought to account, far tins phenomenon, 
and in my hist year's report I eunmovated tlio chie( ex phi nations which had far been 
suggested. With a view of obtaining all the information availuhlo upon a subject of 
mlcU vital icnpoi'tmicc to tlm prosperity of the country, tho Government have appointed 
& special commission, containing representatives of all sections of the community 
interested in flic production of cotton, to examine the Question. Tho commission luvs 
been divided into two braucliea, of which the Jiret in studvibg questions connected with 
the uoii such as irrigation and draiiirige, and tho second conducts mvcsUgatfaiie into 
ihu life hustory of the plant- and the enemies by which it is attacked. _ 

Two points which will no doubt engage the very special attention of these bodies 
see (l) how far lliLf diminution of the yield is due to, fluctuations ii^tho level of the 
water in the snfaoil, and (2} whether the e$ud itisftlf is deteriorating. The farmer pomt 
ts closely connected with tbe drainage quoatiou, and there is no doubt that in some 
diatriclb, especially tliofte in the nortli of the Delta, the ilmtng are uiaufacient to serve 
the very couHidei'idile increase which haa taken pface Ui the cultivated area. This 
defect is more severely fait in yeftw oJ' good Kile, as the nafivti cuStiyator 1ii.es a 
LOiafancv Lo water his crop too heavily whenever a sufficient supply is available, 
with i. ho result Ltiat the drams heenme congraiod,. In former report*, I have tneudoacd 
tliai, tbe importance of thin matter is fully r(jCogniz*d by the Govaumumt, and that 
large nuiiti? are bclug spent yearly te hnpreve the dmfaagc systoni of tho country. 
Though, howovur, insuffideut tlmnage may necount far the poor yiold of certiuu \mrta 
fJ f the country under cotton, it ie not by itttell an adeauato explanation of the general 
tendency of the yield to dhiiimahj ami tacts can bo adduced to show that. Hie tendency 
is equally observable in high lauds where the question of drainage does not enter at nil* 
Again, admitting the imperfection of existing drainage faydities, there has been no 
sudden and general failure of the nyst&m ae a whole which could account far the

H i& very satigfhQltpry to note that there has been a great diminution in cattle 
plague during the past year as compared with 1908. In the latter year 3 T 3o5pdeaths 
were recorded, ft figure which has now fallen io 1,998, This result is largely duo to 
the greater interest displayed by the provincial authorities in enforcing the application 
of restrictive measures, though it is unfortunately still the case that in some diatricts 
the Jaw iti evaded by cattle dealers and butchers who can make considerable profit 
■out of the sale of Infected cattle and meaL During the last two years the loss from 
eattlo plague throughout the whole Country was about '56 ]ier cent, and L H per cent, 
respectively of the total number of animals.

The fnlling oil of 12,000 cattle and 52,000 bufFftloes in 1900 is due to the fact that 
tlie import of cattle from abroad diminished do ring 1 iiat year and coHset|iioTitly rLiore 
animals iverc slaughtered locally. 

Eftbrts are now being made by the Egyptian and Soudanese authorities to lay tbfl 
foundiitloiiK of Ji. cattle ariiI sheep tradu between ttie two countries. In. the spring of 
Inst year, owing to the scikrcity of Einvige, cattle were vctv cheap in Egypt, and it 
hardly paid to bring animats from the Soudan, hut during Ihe hist monthe there 
was a considerable increase in the import both of sheep and cattle compared with the 
two preceding' half-yearly pm-ioils. Soudan Hhaep scorn now to have found a market in 
Cairo, and BfijOOO were imported during the year as against 28,000 ill 1008, The 
importance of fostering this trade ami thus providing an outlet tor one of the chief 
products of the Soudan ia dearly recognised on both sides, and measures are under 
consideration Ibr Its future development. 


IV. IRRIGATION. 


15. The Nile Levels. 

Following on the high Ihioil of 190S the water supply was well maintained 
throughout the winter and anting, and heavy rain In Abyssinia caused a marked rino 
of the liver in Jigypt- us early as May. Consequently, Ibr the lirst time ibr ten yearn 
the avallabb summer supply was abundant, and though ligliL rel.aiions were anIbreed 
in order to ensure fair distribution, there wuh ul no ttriiH a real deficiency of water, 
Moreover the real Hood began enrly, au dijit tlie nsual difficulty of sal inly ing the duiijjp.nd& 
ef the cultivators in July and early August was entirely absent. * The flood itaulf 
WAS well above the avomgc throughout, abundant but not dEingeroiis, and there is at 
the time of writing every prospect of a good summer supply In 19l(h In addition to 
LI it? good natural flow of the river, the Assouan reservoir contributed its share and 
enabled a flteitdy level to lie maintained throughout the weeks of lowest supply, '['lie 
filling of tho resiii'voir began at <he end of Novembm 190S nod was Completed in 
the W days of tho following January; tho emptying was carried out during the 
month of Juno,

band reelasnation in Egypt is primarily a question of a perjuancut supply of water 
combined with suitibk Ejicilti.ics for dnlinage. During tho summer mont hs the dominat¬ 
ing factor ss wuiit ot water to iri-igiitL? the cultivated area, and there is no question ol 
the capacity of the canals—wtdcli have to Ik; largo enough to take the mucEi greater 
volume of water required in the lilpod rto carry as much water as is available, 

the problem being entirely one of distribution, so m to ensure the cultivation of the 
largest, possible area. 

In flood Lime, On tine ether hand, when the quantity oE' water is far in excess of 
any possible, reepuremeuts, the volume distributed is limited by tho capacity of the 
omuls, ami. especially the great trunk canals of the country, the sixu of which is in 
direct relation to the areas which they servo, lb is therefore obvious that any 
important, additions Lo the land under cultivation must necessitate exceedingly costly 
eubrgCiinitita and idtimhtelv ihe remodelling of tho [jresent system. 

In these circumstances the attention of the irrigation Service has for the last ten 
or fifteen years been concentrated upon the improvement of the summer supply, and, 
with tho raising of the Assouan dam, a Considerable extension iti the area under summer 
crops will bo possible without, increasing jho land under cultivation, and therefore 
without any great alterations hi the existing canola. 

Before, however, any proposal to extend the cultivated area mu be safely 
entertained, the problem of providing an adequate flood supply and efficient drainage 
must, he studied in a systematic manner, Thu Government must determine wbut 
area* are lo be reclaimed, make the necessary prevision for irrigation aud drainage, and 
then, and not till then, consider the opportunity of inviting private enterprise to under¬ 
take schemes of this iiature. The preliminary steps for collecting the requisite informa¬ 
tion on those Impovtanr points are now being taken, but a considerable time, must 
elapse, before the stage of dealing wltli various proposals put forward for land 
reclamation an be reach ed. 

In concluding my report on this branch of the Public Works Department, I take 
tho opportunity of mentioning thiU- Mr. A. L. Wobb, QAf.G., the Adviser, retired at 
the end of {rinpteinber, after tilteen yaais in the Eeruico of tho Egyptian Gcrvcrn- 
ment, during which many public works of the first importance were brought, under his 
direction, to a successful corn pie tlmi. Ho was succeeded by Mr. 0, E. Dupuis, Inspector- 
Genotat of tho Soudan Irrigation Depjirtm.ent, the latter's place being idled by Mr. P. M, 
Tottenham.

24. Public Security. 

la recent annual rojwrtfl* attention has been drawn to the unsatisfactory state 
of public security in the provliRes arid to th« great- difficulties which lie in the way 
of iindiii^ .in ellVctuul remedy ; and in my last report 1 mentioned that measures wove 
under the consideration of the Government for deeding with specially dangerous 
characters who terrorizo ihe districts in which they reside. 

Alter investigations lasting over many imuil hs and coiseultaiious between the 
Miuisirv of the Interior and the various tie men ts, ullieinl and non-uHLciid, which could 
help in tlirnwiug light un tliis difficult problem, a kw dealing with tlm. subject was- 
promulgaied in July last. This Imv was very thoroughly discussed by the Legislative 
Counrib and practically all Important amendments which they suggested ware accepted 
by the tloyarnmcnt. in view wf the excapiionul diameter of this mwn>* I aniu-s 
i Annex ll r p, 93) an ox 1.mot from tho Judicial Adviser's report for 1909 sunvtmirizjpg 
the provirioiifl of the law and giving in detail the masons for its adoption. Its mam 
feature, mid thu only port to which attention need he called here, is that, under certain 
circummmines and with guarantees which uiv uufiirient to prevont abuses lining 
eommitU'd iu practice, m&isuivjs, eo a certain extern iv.si.ricUve of filii-rty, cun bo applied 
to professional bhickmaih ra and otbc)' diingeitma diameter* without their having 
necessarily been efruvivted by a regular tribunal of a detinite oficnw v undor the Tonal 
t-ude. The principal [n^tiiicntiou this atop ia the difficulty, amount .n^ sometimes to 
an hnpiissibilitv. of obtaining convietions in such cases. The European judicial system 
which haa beet* int reduced into this country depends lor ilg buccOSS On tho co-opera lion 
of la.w.riiiidiug niti/utis in tho repress]cm of crime. In Egypt, as has Ireqm-ntiy Iwen 
pointed out, the mass of flic population, partly from four of vengeance II the accused Eire 
acquitted, ami partly from a hoieditaiy disinriination to bo involved in judicial 
proCcudlinga N even in tile cotupu rati rely harmless chutneter of wstness* are unwilling to 
give evidence* especially in cases where well-known dangerous clluructeretire implicuted. 
Under iliest;cutumstjuicea, the moat notorious malefactors frccjuenUy escape [muislmient 
and ai'n 1 encoum^ecl by this immunity to persevere in their criminal practices. 

In view of these ooiiakkimtiuns, the autliorities, both Tagtisli pud Egyptian, wore 
of bpiuicm that special measures were required to cope with the spcciid cliillciu.ti.es ot the 
situation, At the same limo, every care has boon taken that tho restricupii* iiecu.tsnry 
for insuring n proper degree oi protection to the co.cnmLmitv in general, do not involve 
the commission of iqju^rico in iudividuul tftaoa, and that all humanly possible guiuuutess 
are allteded agasust the inclusion of innooeiLt people iu tha category of 41 notqrfouslv 
(IftTitwruUH persons." The commissions which hear ^ these cam*s, tlmugh not judicial 
tribunals in thu strict xemti »f the term, huvn a eonsidemhlu judicial efomoiit hi their 
compote turn, and tliiM feature iqually applies to the rei-ifling coinmittee, cunaisthig of 
the Minktnr of thu Interior an president, and tho President of the Native < 'ourI uf 
Appeal and the I’rucureur-f leu rial as m,.-tuhura, Imforu whirii appeals are heard. 

Furl her, tho rcgulai ions applied to thtsaO who come umlur the eitoge% in quifstiefi 
Are in themselves as little punitive iu clioractcr as puisitbl^ aud are $oluly directed to

keeping these individuals under conditions in which it will be difficult, if not impossible, 
for them tu_commit crimes, In other respects, their freedom of action is not interfered 
witl]„ Police supervision over persons residing in their own villages tarries with it 
few practical inconveniences* The further and more severe measure of obligatory 
residence in a place designated by the Government. in applied to and. »fkagordue 
persons" as tail to give satisfactory purity for good behaviour, or to pefeema under 
pnlicfi supervision who subsequently infringe the. regulations to which they Are subject, 
or me convicted by the ordinary tribunals ol an oilence. Even in these cases, 
tlm conditions of residence in the appointed locality have no penal character,^ and 
resemble those which have frequently been, ftugg&Ecd in the case of compu^ary Inlxxir 
colonics for able-bodied vagrants. Persons there eonlined. are allotted a resitleuce lo 
winch they can bring their families, arid arc nflWed arid encouraged to earn their 
livelihood hi any way tliey pluiise. Further, those who have no nu.aus of subsistence 
are provided with suitable employment for which tiny receive remuneration. 

Tho whole of the proceedinge under this law hnve Iweh carried out under the 
personal supervision of Mr, Oh i tty, the Adviser to the Ministry of the Interior, whose 
Ultimate knowji-dge of the country and the people offers the .beet pcfeble guarantee 
against th.- ^urrenco of individual abuses, The first step taken was to appoint 
con uni U ecs. composed of Guide bs and “ notables/' to vEsir each village throughotil the 
country and di'aw up lists of the names of persons whose prepuce in the locality 
was considered a danger to public security. The committees took six months to 
complete their labours, and their work >yas constantly supervised by the Ineal 
authorities and the English inspectors of the Ministry nf the Interior/ When the 
lists were completed, lh>- total numtar of names amounted to about lS t 000. The 
Mnudirs were instructed to make further inquiries and to ifoto only the names of 
especially dangerous persona, and this revision reduced the number to about 3,200, 
Further revisions were made, at the most important of which English inspectors 
assisted, with tho result that n final list of 283 persons, 238 of whom had previously 
been coilvlilted or presented for serious crimes was drawn Lip. 

The first slfeaion of the special onmniisskiTitf, apejbiiuted to examine these cases, 
resulted in 281 persons, out of tho 283 which the Ministry allowed to go forward] 
being placed under police supervision and ordered to find security for good' behaviour. 
It may scon i surprising that there were pmc lically no acquit tab, but ii must bo borne 
in mind that the final list soul forward only contained numm with which the Minister 
aim Advisor ware personally acquainted, nr about which, from information in their 
possession, there could l>e uo possibility of doubt. In jjuit, every person gout up for 
trial ten I l>cen known ior years to the administration as a dangerous diameter. The 
sittings were hold publicly in the offices of the Moudirs, the front benches being allotted 
to the advocates ol the accused and the representatives of the press, mid tho proceedings 
were conducted on the same lines an those of ordinary law court#, Tho witnesses whom 
the accused had aunitfioned for their defence uhiiest invariably turned against them, 
ami testified to their criminal antecedent#, In general, the witnesses, realizing that 
the authorities were really in earnest, displayed considerable moral courage in giving 
their evidence, notwithstanding threats nntf i mm3 la openly directed against thorn by 
the accused during the trials. The numlter of appeals against the decisions of the 
corn missions lodged by the accused was, 102, and the Ministry of the Interior ordered 
independently a revision In 52 cases. Up to tho present tin mi. 272- have Imd their 
residence fixed in i he Dakhlrt Gusim, where a ku liable settle men ti is lit cmirw- of formation. 

The crime stuni.sLius, since the introduction nf this law, have shown a very great

These- figures differ in some degree from those supplied by the Parquet and given 
later on under the heading of “JusticE,," ns the latter are based U(>on the official 
classification of the offences, an operation which takes a certain amount of time* 
Consequently tho police returns, which are made up in accordance with the dates of 
coiumiisdon, arc a better indication of rhe amount of crime which has actually occurred 
in a given period. It: should further be remotnbereil that the terrorism exercised by 
tho dangerous characters who come within the scope of tins law is only [Kudiully 
represented by tho returns ot reported crime. In tho many cases where them attempts 
at extorting blackmail were successful, nothing was heard of the matter by the local 
.authorities, and there can be no doubt that the improvement in public security i.s far 
greater than will ever be indicated by statistics, The measure has given universal 
witisfoeivvi to the ii hah il ante of the country, a id there are satisfactory im I lent inns that 
the villagers are regaining confidence, and are beginning to help the authorities when 
crimes arc committed, fn one of the most important provinces of Lower Egypt, 
throughout a whole month the perpetrators of every case of crime wore arrested, 
i trust, therefore, that- ! am not cvnr^janguine in thinking that, not only will tho 
measure, which i have described, have u speedy and permanent effect in improving the 
state of public security in the provinces, nut that, in the Song run, it will conduce to 
the reformation of many human beings whose existence is at present merely a Curse 
to them solves and their neighbours. 


25. Central Administration and Police. 

During 1903), an extensive scheme of reorganisation, which comprehended 
practically jkll the departments of the Ministry of the Interior, waft undertaken. 
The important division of Public Security has boon divided into two sections, tho first 
concerned with what may be termed preventive measures, and the second charged with 
the detection of crime ami the preparation of criminal statistics. A technical bureau is 
in courhe of Formation with a view to training stall In the scientific methods employed 
hi other countries in criminal investigations.: The division has been strengthened by 
the appointment of two inspectors with legal qualifications to assist the provincial 
police in their investigations, and has been placed under the control of a capable British 
official possessing expert knowledge. 

A special branch has been organised to deal with matters concerning the provincial 
TuunlcipalitiuK and local commission h, of which there are- now 33, including three new 
local comaiis^wns established last year. The oflforts of this department are especially 
directed to developing the interest of provincial towns hi the management ol their 
Own affairs, one of the principal difficulties with whim it is at present necessary to 
emit end being to make the members of sonic of these bodies understand that their 
aistitmioud are not Government concerns, and that they arc expected to take the 
initiative in carrying out local reforms. 

Tlie total strength of the police force at the end ol' last year war. 3 7 It officers (of 
whom in] were Europeans) and 7,085 ji'iri-cornmisskmud offioers and men. It is- 
satisfactory tu record that, ivt the jiro«mil time, the whole of the ordtnmy police, who 
du beat and patrol duty, including the fire brigade, are volunteers, in receipt, ol 
the mor^med rates ol pay fixed in 1008 when, compulsory service was abolished, 
Provision hue been made m the budget of 13lu for an increase of tho fffrcu both in 
ttairo and Alexandria, and for the creatum of 13 new outposte in the provinces. 

During tho past year, tho tot-al quantity of'haghiah.seized by the Gc&st-Guoriiteji 
Customs, arid police wns 28,000 kilogrammes, ns compared with 15,009 kilogrammes 
in 1008. The pul leu instituted proceedings against 3,330 persons for the use of 
hashish in public establishments, and obtained eonviotipiia in 3,238 cases. There were 
also 37 prosecutions in Cairo and Alexandria on account of gambling. In 2U cases 
convictions were obtained, there were four acquittals, and four CfW&B ftie still pending. 
The inmihur of prorogation*] for the unauthorized sup of liquors was 159. 1,33 

applications wore received for licences to sell alcoholic drinks, of which 53 were 
refused. 

26. Provincial Administration. 

In addition to the Police Supervision Law, already described, various nc^seory 
measures have been introduced in fche course of the lost twelve months which will, it 
ia hoped, have comsidarabfo effect in improving the state of public security m the 
v’tl logos. 











hi the first place, the scheme for the rem^iization of the Ghuffir force has rmw 
taken shape, U is proposed in future to recruit the fins© by volunteers, whft accept to 
(serve in their own villages for three ycare under i he same rules of disci-pi ine na are 
applied to the police. The military authorities have agreed that these man, though 
remaining liable to conscript mu, will not, in ordinary circumstances, lie called upon to 
aerve in the army, and it is therefore hoped that a BtiJEcient number may lie obtained 
from those who have Ijccn balloted under the recruiting law, but me not required for 
the [uiny, and also from men already in the feme who are willing to accept thd new 
condition. In view of the number of men (about 45,000) involved', tt will be necessary 
to curry out (fie scheme Gradually, two or three provinces being taken up at a time, 
Under tin; ]irr>vision_s.of the new Pnivimhd Councils lnw, the number of Gbaffirs and 
altio their rates of pay will in future bo Med by the Councils, 

A useful measure Ibr diminishing crime litis been the Ion nation throughout the 
country iff local .committees of arbitration or concdtiktuhv t° which itEsagmmumU among 
the nil id [Hipillation arising out of private animosities can be refon wl, either by the 
parties, coifeamud or by the authorities, tn the short time during which this scheme 
has kieu in operation, over 000 disputes or feuds have been settled, at nil events 
temporarily. As private nnimoMiicM and revengo ate responsible Ibr nearly 40 per cent', 
of ihu crimes committed m the provinces, uns. measure cannot fail to exercise a 
considerable: effect upon the criminality of the country. 

Anot her fruitful source of dissension amongst t he rural population is t he quetstum 
of the aligum--in of their village streets, and every year a large’millibar of deivniioiatioiis 
am madias to building* encroaching on the streets, the complainants more often than 
not being actuated solely by u desire to annoy an enemy. The matter frequently ended 
in the forcible remove] of a part, of a building, with the result that, not only wap the 
Government involved in a law-suit, but the dissettaions between the coiuplaimwt and the 
owner of ihe building became more acute than ever. As a general rule these micibfloU- 
ments iimiasiimad iio Serious inuonveiiieiicu to the public, acid merely tillered occasions 
Ibr the indulgence of a vexations habit, very prevalent in idim country, of making me 
of Govern mi mb machinery hi order to bo rovenged on a neighbour. With a view of 
inducing (ha people to settle these questions amicably amongst tlierpldves, village 
committees have now been formed to which hi future all such oo'rrLpkiuU are to be 
nfferred. A fair start lias been made, and up to the end ol' December the tom ml tie vs 
had dealt with (57S cases, in 433 of which the [Wties acquiesced in the decisions In 
the remaining coses the fecal Authorities aiu endeavouring i n bring about an amicable 
settlement. 

The t'ufemifs windi 1 have enumerated in this and ilm two preceding chapters show 
that great progress has l icon made during the last twelve months m the Ministry 
of thy Interior, and I do not think it is too much to my that there k already 
pnW of peniiruient improvement in the state tif public .security and til' the geneva, 
administration in the provinces. This Kal.iafavtnry result hi entirely due to the 
unsparing energy and industry and intimate knowledge of fecal conditions displayed by 
the M i nisi or, Molmin tned Be id Pasha, and Mr. Chltty, the Adviser, who must share 
between them the credit for all that bus been accomplished. The year's record affords, 
indeed,;! sinking example of what cun bo iffleetad by the intimate co-operation of 
the English and Egyptian elements in the administration. 

It; k with very great regret that 1 have to report Mr, UhiMy* departure 
from Egypt on iha ground of ill-health. During his twenty-seven yoilrs of air vice, 
no Englishman 1ms been lucre successful in grappling with the peculiar difficulties 
which tsurrnund the task of adininistrutiqn in an oriental country, ur in securing 
tin- esteem and alienation of all ulassts in every town and province in Egypt- and Ins 
retirement is deplored by the whole popujUtion. Hist successor m tlie^diflfenh- and 
delicate post, which he has Iilied with so much credit for the hist year mid a half 
is Mr. 11. Graham, the Councillor of the British Agency hi Cairo Ibr the last 
three years. 


27, Provincial Councils, 


On fori tier occasions I have jrjoin ted out, that the noun dust met hod of meeting the 
defliro which exists mnimg certain aeiffioiis of the population Ibr a larger parriutputfen 
in public uffap k the development of local solbgoverimient, which is undoubtedly tlm 
best prepm-jitimi nnd education for tlto ultimate exoreiso of more ruspuiisiblu funeifeim. 
The law intended to give nmetical effect In this vitiw by indulging the powers of die 
Provincial Councils was, ! mn glad to say, finally pioiuulgaLed in Juno Inst, after 
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disouHsfen-s lasting uveiq nearly two yenra. The figure was fully debated in the 
Legislative Com led, and an agreement arrived at with the Government on all the 
points At issue of mty practical importance. The following is a brief summary of the 
changes introduced by the new law into the system heretofore existing 

1’Iec Provincial Councils owe their origin to the Organic Uw of 1883. As created 
by that law; they consisted of members few in number (varying from Sin the Bayoum 
to 3 in Uliuibiehh pussesaing a high property nualiiication, and elected upon a general 
list for the Mogdirieh by electoral delegates chosen, one for each village, by universal 
ni mil mod aullrjigCi h would appear that they were originally intended to act as 
advisory bodies associated with the Mondira 

It lh more than doubtful whether, under then existing conditions, such bodice 
could, in any ease, Imvo beau of any real service in administration; but the fact that, 
under l 11 o liuv ip ilrami, they were only to meet whan summoned bv decree put an 
end to all possibility nf their exorcising any continuous influence over the affairs df the 
province. Their principle duty lifts been to el# from amongst their own members 
repre^ptiitives ujKm the Legislative Council. They have been cm limited each year ns 
to the annual programme of irrigation works in tile province: under a decree of 1HU0, 
they have Iiqin lime to time approved the creation of agricultural rtauls, and voted 
lunds hu i livii construction ; ami, under a few other upaeial ;lecri‘i's. representatives 
of i he l .oil nod a have been added to various administrative coin missions. In other 
respectT the pibvisions o. tho Organic Ijiw as to these Council! have remained 
practically a dead letter.

Last year 1 pointed out that the cooperation of the factory owners in putting an 
end to the aMg!||C"nnected with the empfoymeiiL of young children, would he far more 
efficacious than any infliction of minor penalties. It. is, therefore, very satisfactory that 
the inspectors charged with supervising the execution of the new regulations during the 
last ginning season, report that the umnagora have everywhere done their utmost to 
conform to [hem. There were I 15 factories in work during the season, ami the number 
of con (.i-lv editions up to the end of the year was only :5S. Considerable difficulties were 
at hrat anticipated in arranging the shorter hours of the children in combination with 
those of older workers. This problem has, however, been solved in the majority of 
factories in the most satisfactory wav possible, namely, by the practical cessatioo ol the 
employment of children under thirteen years of ago. A farther consequence of the 
change is that, inasmuch us younger children arc no longer engaged, wages for gin 
hands have risen from 2J to H pi as ires a day; the increase in the expense of ginning 
dun to this cause is stated to baa negligible quantity as com pared with the total cost 
of production,

The Alexandria, police, til co-oneridiors with tho Society for tine Repression of the 
White Slave Traffic, continue to no what they can, within the limits allowed them 
under the Capitululions, to repress inis evil, and muds credit is duo to them for their 
efforts in this direction. During the past year 1,200 girls of minor age were stopped on 
dieeiubaiking at Akummli'm and handed aver to various author ities who accepted 
itJKponsibilily for their welfare, and *0 persons, mostly foreign subjects, engaged in this 
traffic were expelled from the country. 

At a ooTilhrence iiuld in Vienna hist October in connection with thin subject, a 
motion wa« adapted, nt the instupickof the British and French delegates, to the effect 
that the Mixed Courts should be empowered to try persons of mil nationalities who are 
found carrying on the trade in Egypt, and that i ho question should he further ox ami nod 
at the meeting of the official congress in Madrid in May of this year, It may be 
useful to take this opportunity of putting on record the point of view of the Egyptian 
anthdt'itiu-ji in regard to ibis .matter, which is mi instance of the practical ilillietilltea 
placed in tlie way of an eminently desirable reform by the privileges arising gut of the 
CapitulatioLSi. 

Under ''xisiing arrangements the Egyptian Government are responsible for the 
punishment uf Egypt inna who engage in the traffic and the provisions of the native 
penal eodt 1 on r.he subject are abw being examined in order to see whether they require 
elucidating nr strotigtliening. The trade is not, however, carried on to any considerable 
extent by 'Egyptians, nor is it the case that Egyptian women and girls are ^specially in 
need of protection in (his respect, TIjo evil with which this Vienna coide-renCu waa 
toiLCcmed is the exploitation of European women by other Europeans, and Fur this no 
responsibility whatever can rest with lh< Egyptian Government. fho Powers could, 
wore they so minded, deal as dlbotivoly with such offences when committed in Egypl us 
when committed within their own territorial limits. 

That being so, it is now suggested that the Egyptian Government shouldassume 
a new and onerous responsibility m tin hop© that the general interest of morality imi\ 
he tharebv furthcrod, Thk they would not hesitate to da, were there any reasonable 
proliftbifity that lbo object aiincL.t at would 1 h> attained ; but before any measures aro 
taken which shift this responsibility from tlio bowers to the Egyptian Government, 
it would be necessary from the outset to arm the latter with adequate powers. 
Now all experience goes to allow that, though something might be accorded, Egypt 
could never hop£ to ohtsiu anything like adequate powers. The procedure ofc the 
Mixed Tribunals, even in misdemeanour cases, is not that which tbft Egyptian 
Government) were it a free agent, would recommends and froiu the point of view of 
this countrv it seems hardly fair that aha be advised to make herself responsible for 
the trial pf these very difficult eases, unless she is to have a reasonably fret- hand in 
prescribing the procedure to Ihj followed. Of this there appears no ebaneo and ll in 
oviik-m that any detailed revision of the proem lure by an international comnibeion 
here would raise at least aa many difficulties as would be involved ia the giving of 
adequate powers to the various Consular Courts,

The two towelling ophthalmic bespit ab. visited MaiVsourah, Ghisseh, U&nt dwimt 
and Luxor during thc°year, working between them on 442 days. Over 7,000 new 
patients were treated, and the total number of attendances was 100,000, giving an 
avenge of 221 per working day in each hospital. Mon? than one-third of those 
attending for treatment were under 15 years of ago. The popularity of the wrv lCe 
amongst the fellaheen is of gm>rt augurv for the 1'uture, and it may he hoped that 
in time some appreciable effect will be produced on the mass c>t’ ophthalmia prevalent 

in this country. .... . , . . , 

At- Tautah 5,DUG new cages were dealt with m the permanent ophthalmia hospital, 
and there were 77,000 visits bv patients under treatment. 1,703 major and 2,413 minor 
operations were performed. the ophthalmic hospital at- Asnout is nearly hashed and 
will be ready during the year. The construction of (-lie Maneoumb hos|hta], the 
foundation of which Xvas due' to the goiusroflitv of Ifedmvri Bey, a local notable, has not 
yet been put in hand.

140 ^DuL-ing'uioH $4G patients wore admitted to the Abbuflsifih asylum, 101 coses being 
dou to pellagra and 43 lo hadhrih. Ail investigation has been instituted into the causes 
of tbo fcrm^r obcura dietasu, and the work is proceeding on much the flame hues as 
Vlrvc been proponed in the case of the committee recently formed m London to study 
the subject, There seoms little doubt that a connection exists between maira diet 
and the disease, though whether thu connection is of a causative or contributory 
nature remains to he proved. 

36. Plague. 

tt is satisfactory to record a marked diminution in plague during 190S, especially 
hi the more dangerous pneumonic form. The total number of owes was 513, us 
compared with l,?ll m W8| the number of deaths fell from 7 80 to 207, 

The special cmronimtiou established two years ago in the sou thorn provinces lor 
dealing with the'disease has largely contributed towards ihw soli factory result. 
Disinfectin'^ stations with the mjeassary nppurtenancom and a competent staff have mw 
been hu imbed io each Moudirioh. A' supernumerary staff of tmned diemfectara ia 
kept hi readiness nt hwulquarteta a league im-dical stall has been organise I ready 
toWi&M at 6®rt notice to an in Footed loculity. 

The campaign waged *jplague for the Inat tuii years haa been prortuotive 
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of many indirect advantages in addition to its direct effect in preventing the spread of 
this terrible scourge. Death registration lias been rendered more complete, attention 
has beau called tactile unhealthy conditions of life and the need for local improvements, 
while the medical utaff have revived a sound and efficient training. The total aura 
spent bv the Public Health Department in com haling jgugue during the whole of thin 
period, has not amounted to more than ^Jli. 249,000 or about ih, 25,090 a-ycar, 

37. Infant Mortality. 

Lnst summer the death rate of children under one year assumed unusual 
proportions in Cairo. The weekly rate, which Is about 105 on the average, rose to 
130 in the tetter part of March. 183 towards the end of April, and Go4 in the 
middle of May. The figure for the next lour weeks averaged57 3, the umximunn 
reached hying '700. Then came a sudden drop to 243 in July, followed by j further 
rradual decline till lu DoromW the mean of the previous winter was reached. High 
mitent mortality may life oNorwwd during the summer ill all hot countries, being 
generally due to digestive troubles, but too immediate cause of the unusually serious 
outbreak lei Cairn last- year hag not tt* far boon discovered. Careful and thorough 
investigation is necessary before any definite conclusion can tic arrived nt, and it is 
hoped that some steps may be possible in rids direction during the approaching lot 
weather. In any ease, it is certainly iteabaUu to do all that 49 possible to educate 
mothers in habits of Care and elemilines* and in the mtioMl bringing up oi ohdilreu. 

A most useful lead in this direction has been given by tho hady Cromer Dispensaries, 
which are endeavouring to instil efomeutary ideas on the subject among the poorer 
classes. It is understood that the Princesses of the Khudivhd lannly have recently 
decided to establish a society for the protection of infant- lifo, and a geuond movement 
ou these lines amongst the wiyos apd daughters of the well-to-do might bo expected 
to produce great improvement in existing conditions. 

38. Cairo Water Supply. 

For nearly three veal's the question of the water supply oi Cairo lias been under 
consultant ion, and I have now to report that tho Government have at length arrived 
at a definite conclusion m regard to this important mutter. It will be remembered 
til at in 1903 it waa decided to obtain the water supply for Cairn from drop wells at 
Ltod’Cl- Fa raw instead of from the Nile. Subsequently numerous complaints mmmb. te 
the mfoilitv of the new water, and tho native populatten evinced a wry strong reding 
in favour of tho direct supply from the Nile. An _intematonnl comm.^mn wto 
accordingly appointed m 1907 to Investigate the queatam, I he rvprt. of tliat com- 
inissioir wiis oi an iinsatiaftkctai-v untune, as it did tint come to any definite conclusion 
oci the main point at issue, namely, tfe relative merits ot filtered Nile water as 
conumred with d^p-well water, and further eiperimeuta were recommended wuh a 
vicuvto aeeiriu ir\im^ it was | possible to devise iflie method of removing the dejecta 
which admittedly eristed in the well supply. It. became therefore ueci^ai-y to_ submit 
the whole subject to a second examination hi order to nrnvc at n urectical djewmn um 
to what Steps it wart dositablft to take, and a committee, presided over by Mr. Webb, 
rim Vito Advisor to th- Public Works Ministry, [md iojcludiug among its niemberfl the 
DirEictor-Genetal of the Public Health Department, was appointed for this purpose.

Taking the year 1900 as a whole, it will be seen that the inure use m a tees of 
murder and Attempted murder was again an unsatisfactory feature in the goneral 
criminality of the country. If, however, the statistic* for the last four months of 1900 
are taken separately and compared with the corresponding periods of previous yearti k a

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There is a general increase of arrears in the civil courts with the exception of 
appeals in the Central Tiilnmnk 'the accumulation of causes awaiting trial is most 
marked in the Nummary Tribunals and in the find instance cases of the Central Tribu¬ 
nals, though in both instances the judges have actually disposed of more ease* than in 
I 90S. In the Court of Appeal the arrears equal 37 percent, of the appeals entered for 
ti'Inl, ami ! R3 fewer eases than in 190S have been disposed of. These figures show' that 
the judicial ti&afF can no longer cope with the work devolving on it, and it lias therefore 
been found necessary to include ten new peats lor judges in the budget for the current 
year, 

(o.J Fncaiions,— A useful innovation has been introduced into the leave regulations 
of the Tribunals*. Under the former ayateia, the judicial vacations hated over a period 
of three and a half months between Juno and September, during which half the judges 
in each Tribunal wore on duty and the other half on leave. This flystefn presented 
many drawbacks Owing to the rerUnred staff, arrears accumulated, and in eases 
of ^tension of leave the remaining judges suifepd from over-work. To remedy these 
defects, ihe vacation period has Imaii lengthened to five months, from May to October, 
and leave is now granted to one-third only of the judges ivt a time, each judge being 
allowed fifty days instead or the fifty-four previously given. The new arrangement ’ 
came into effect year, and the results have been most satisfactory, The cases 
disposed of from May to October show an increase: of nearly 31,000 over the corresponding 
period of I 603, and the number of judges delegated from one tribunal to another, one 
uf the chiof iuoonvoniences of the old system* was reduced by more than bait, 

42. Mehkemehs. 

In last year's report I referred at some length to the general demand for reform oi 
the Mehkemelm, the defeats of the existing organization, the changes required to remedy 
these defects, and the actual project which, ut the time- of writing, was still under the 
c-msidi-ratLoii of tho Legislative Council. Curing 1909, Use judicial authorities made 
great efforts to meet in a conciliatory spirit the various criticisms brought against their 
proposals; certain modifications wore introduced in deference to the wishes of the newly 
appointed Grand Kadi of Cairo ; ami it is with especial satisfaction that I am able to 
report thuL this important reform was approved in December by the Legislative IksunciJ 
with a few u mend men ta, almost all of winch were accepted by the Government. 

Under the new system* the Mohktmiehsare divided into three categories, viz, l— 

1. The Supreme Court at Cairo ; 

2. flight Courts uf First Instance in the principal towns of %}'pt: and 

3. Summary Courts in these towns, os well w* in all Msirknz towns, 

'Hie Summary Mbbfceunehfl have jurisdiction in all questions relating to marriage 
or arising out of it, and their decisions are final in some of these, whilu in others they 
Are subject to appeal before the Mehkeniehe of First Instance. The latter, besides 
these appeals, judge all other questions of personal status, subject to appeal before the 
Si iprome Me 1 1 k emeh. 

Tire selection of candidates for judicial posts In these courts is entrusted to a 
comrniasion presided over by the Minister of Justice or his representative, and 
cOinpoBcd ef the Grand Kadi of Cairo, the I lector of EUAzhar University, the Mould 
of I'.gypt t and an Inspector of iMidikemcha, The cnnl mission is also consulb-d us to the 
premotion and transfer of Kadis. 

It was pointed out last year that an imprevemoni in the pay and position of 
judges ami functionaries attached to the courts was an essential part ot the new 
'scheme, and an improved scale of pay, under which the former receive an aggregate 
increase of over 50- per cent., and the latter of nearly H per cent., has recently been 
approved. On the other hand, a large Increase in the Melik oi nob receipte has resulted 
from the new judicial tariff which came into force in May of lust year.

assure adequate efijipmont and fl competent teaching staff, and to meet local needs iiy 
the co-ordination of public and private effort within the pro vinca. Cl rants, in connection 
with a system of departmental inspection, will still be jgi ven from the Slate budget to 
vernacular and industrial EiLbools, and the Ministry ot Education will assist the Councils 
in ail technical matters such ub the preparation of courses of study and pinna of 
buildings and will, so far as is practicable, place the services of tlieb’ inspectors at the 
djspa&ai of the local education committees. One of the chief eyiU of the present time 
ia tteu creation in one locality of superHuouB uchoMs, in competition with already existing 
establishments working on precisely similar lines,^ while the needs of another are 
neglected, To avoid Ehis waste of energy, co-operntSfe is essential, both between the 
Ministry and the Councils, and between tbe latter and the various private agencies 
already in existence (or the promotion, of education. 

In my lost two reports ! mentioned thn steps which are png taken to increase the 
amount of teaching given in the vernacular. The use of a foreign language as the 
medium of instruction can only be del ended. j»B a temporary expedient to tide over the 
period of transition until all teach mg ia in Arabic. In the primary schools the change 
Ls already been accomplished, and all matters are now learnt id the language of the 
country. In the secondary schools, the lessons, with the exception oi Arabic itsoU, 
were formerly given in English or French, but sines 1007 mathematics are being taught 
in Arabic, aud it is proposed to transform gradually the teaching of other subjects in 
a similar manner. It is, therefore, of the first importance that, not only the kiunjjean 
hupefcjfonr of the Department hut ako l he European teaching staff, who may be required 
to teach in Arabic and to act as examiners at the public examinations, should |tH5eess a 
thorough knowledge of the language, anil every inducement m held out to encourage 
them to become proficient in it 

The elementary examination in Arabia, originally instituted in .1897, 33 how 
compulsory, with few exceptions, for all European teachers, and until it hag been 
passed, they cannot l>e cetifirmod in their appoint monte or receive it ii&c <d P iL y'

As only l£ of these establishments are under the inspection of the Ministry of 
Education, it is not possible to give an account of the quality of the work which is being 
done in the school a privately maintained. The statistics of the primary education cer* 
t ideate ei ami nation appear to indicate that progress is being made.

49. Secondary Education. 

During the- hist two or three years there has boon an increasing demand fur 
secondary education, and groat difficulty has linen found in providing adequate 
accommodation. The number of studente has grown very rapidly, rising from 1,083 in 
1804 to 2,113 in 1003 and 2,243 in 1903, audit Sans been impotable to increase the 
number of elites in the frame rutb. Two undesiiuble, results have fi llluwed ; in the 
first place, the proportion which should bo maintained between tho numbers in tho 
different school-years has fluctuated ; and secondly, the size of some of the oIuksos has 
passed far beyoofi tho accepted limit. To reduce these inconveniences i catriotioufr have 
been plated OH the number of now admissions, which amounted in I tK>E? to 533 as 
compared with 623 m the preceding year, Notwithstanding this iiwasuie, it was, 
however, a till possible to receive all sui table applicants under 17 year a of ago. 

Tho teaching of mathematics iu Arabic lias bntm us tended Lu all the dosses of the 
First and Second Yeats, and the teaching of arithmetic and geometry in the vernacular 
lias been introduced into the Third Year, U is a very satis history sign that two 
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English teachers of mathematics who passed the advanced examination in Arabic, 
ann were as an. experiment entrusted last year with a few lessons in that languago, arc 
now able to undertake the teaching of geometry in Arabic, 

Great difficulty has been found isi recruiting Egyptian teachers for the work, and 
it cannot be dented that several of the masters provisionally appointed do not come 
up to the standard required for the secondary schools, Neverthelehis it in stated that 
the students have made more progress this year than last* and further Improvement may 
be looked for when batter qualified Egyptians are available* and the I English mathe¬ 
matical masters who are now etudying Arabic become capable of giving instruction in 
the vernacular, Tho teaching of other subjects in the language of the country will be 
undertake a In due course, 

Tho examination for the secondary education certificate in 1909 was held under 
new regulations. Tho most important change was the division of the examination 
into two parte ■ part 1 being an examination m the work of the first two years, and 
part II an examination in the curriculum prescribed lor the Third and Fourth Years 
on the literary and scientific sides respectively. In and after 1912 no candidate vvtil 
be allowed to enter for part 11 unless he bus passed pan. J a', least two years previously. 
The results of part L of the examination in 1969 were ufr follows -—

54. Educational Mission in Europe. 

From the year 1907 onwards tho Egyptian Educational Mission in Europe win eh 
had fcxjeut in existence Tar a considerable period, has been largely extended, and 
29 students nro being sent nunuiilly to Europe for a three yew's? course in various 
branches of study. The intention is to provide a supply of tifheieiit Egyptian teachers 
for the Hehools more quickly than is at present possible with the means available within 
the country. 

Of the 41 students in training in 1908-9, 7 have corno back, to Egypt; 19 more 
proceeded to England in tho summer of 1909 t one of whom was Biilueqiieutly compelled 
by ilk-health to return, so that there are now 57 students 3 jl all. Besides these 
52 students in Finglhnd, there are 11 preparing for the M Lwctorat cn Droit" at French 
universities. Five women students are also being trained for the girls 1 schools ; three 
are at Stock well Training Cullege, London. and two at Hhmertou Training College, 
Cambridge. 

With regard to the results of wind must still be considered an experiment, the 
successof the students at examinations during the past year hue not been especially 
remarkable; the most satisfactory work was accomplished by the two engineering 
students, and by the medical students who took up research work after taking their 
degree. 

In addition to the .students maintained abroad by the Gove ram uii t, there arc 10 
young Egyptians in England and 17 in France whose education ls supervised by the 
Ministry, Further, an increasingly large number go independently to Europe to 
complete their education, and there must be nppmxiiimtely I00 in England and 809 in 
France, Bolgiu m and Switzerland.

th'? fourth year wore granted the diploma and 23 h&ve entered the irrigation service. 

Tho School of Agriculture is unable tonccomioednte nil the applicants for adiiit&sionj 
and out of 77 candidntea in October last only 35 could be received. Of 133 students, 
all but 10 are- Egyptians, and 80 per cent, are Moslems. A native vice-principal 
I ms recently been appointed and the post vrfni given to one of the earliest students 
of the school, who was sul^qwintly a successful member nf the stall', (if the 14 
etudents who passed the final diploma examination hist June, & have found employment 
in Egypt and one has gone to England for further study. 

Tn the Boulak Technical School there wfuj iuaugumted lust October a section of 
industrial arts and crafts which will specialize h\ weaving, internal d*‘ 00 native work, 
and furniture making; an English instructor Inis hr-ou appointed and 11 candidates 
were admitted to the iirst year's course; the most promising students will 1 hi selectfed 
at the end of two or three yearn for hid.her training in England. Anothor now 
feature has been the introduction ■ ■! a practical eoursu (.mining in tin; huiltjinjr trades. 

42 applicants ware admitted to the Miimscmnih Trades School, bringing the 
total at tend; mce up to 9(k A second teacher of drawing and mathematics and 
a mechanic instructor in the enghieering workshop, both l&yptians, have been 
appi'liited. All the 10 stu&ents who completed the school course in July nutcessfully 
passed the certificate examhnn-iuip and, have since found places in neighbouring 
workshops. 

At the Double Model Workshops (11 boys completed their four years' training and 
obtained remunerative posts within a short time The workshops have maintained 
the gO'id quality of their work ami an unusually large number of orders inns been 
received. As an experiment, evening classes were started tor boys who bad imishtid 
the four years' course ; (54 students wore enrolled and the ntteiitkiiue was good. 

The first four years'course at the Aosimit Model Workshups was completed. in 
December and there is good prospect of the first batch of 49 boys finding 
remunerative work, The attendance mini bored 228 ns ewnparad with 109 last year. 
Boot- and shoe-making was commenced in the saddlery section as being a trade likely 
to provide employotmtit in the neighbourhood,

14,000 worth from 
Belgium, 

The decrease 5ti the import, of wrought iron and steel has been almost entirely 
borne by Great Britain. Belgium, the second largest importer, has nearly maintained 
her place. This may be in part due to the cheaper quality of the Belgian article. 

In spite of a considerable decrease in the total import of motor cars, the share of 
Great. Britain has risen from 9,820 to J£E, 0,193.

Public Security and the Releyatitm Lnio; & 

lit dealing last year with tlie general date of crime, I nWiwed that the main 
difficulty with which we had fco contend was the ^impossibility ot inducing the law- 
abiding portion of the cnijaniiitiity to co-operate with the authorities in the etlective 
repression of crime by coming forward to give evidence of tacts within their knowledge, 
and that, as a result of this attitude, the most dnnggfriua and hardened cnnumds 
habitually en-'mKjd conviction and puniflhiTn.m.t. I referred, in thie connection, to the 
opinion of the Ministry of the Interior, that a largo proportion of the crime ol the 
country was the work of a comparatively small number of individuals whose names were 
well known to the police, but who could not bo reacSied, owing to tip dfflen ty ot 
obtaining evidence against them. I added that that Ministry therefore advised rant 
measures should i 0 taken, upon proof of general bud character, to put these persons in 
a position In which they Could do no further mischief for some time. 

As may bo seen from tho figures, crime continued to increase steadily throughout 
the first eight months of last year, and even those who wave most opposed to 
repressive measures of an exceptional character were compiled to admit that & condition 
of affairs had been brought about, with which the ordinary legal and judicial machinery 

appeared to be inadequate to deal. H . 

The following table, which shows tlie extent to whijh crimes of violence have 
tended to increase during the last three years, affords eloquent testimony i" the gnui!.-} 
of the situation with which tlie authorities wore confronted ;-g

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tiocure their pumrimncnt hy the Tribunals, the remedy appeared to He in the direction 
of increaring their powers to prevent the coihimigsioiX of the acta in question. The 
primary duty of the police & after rilL to prevent Lite commission of crimes just as 
the primary duty of this law-courts is to punish their authors when brought before 
them. 

Under circumstances such as those above described, where* by reason of the failure 
of the population in general 1o nssisi their efforts, the police are reduced to a condition 
bnrderiug on impotency, it becomes not only jListiliable but imperative to strength™ 
their hands hv the adoption of exception hi measures for curtailing the liberty of the 
criminal classes, In other words, in cfertulli COfttitig&ncittK, the interests of society t as a 
whoh-. rentier it rtecesaary to restrict within cartaio Hinitri the freedom of a minority of 
its members who have shown themselves to be dangerous to the community, not only 
because they have been convicted of one or more criminal acts, hut also because, 
by their general conduct and criminal mode "f life, they hsivv dearly manifested anti¬ 
social tendencies of so pronounced ft character m U» make their Continuance at huge a 
positive danger to their follows. 

The principle was wel! expressed l>y the eminent. I talian statesman and late .Prime 
Minister of Italy. Signor Crispi, in introducing on the 23rd FebriiEtt-y, 1888, in the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies, the Italian project of law concerning public security. I 
cannot do better than quote his words 

“When oriuitj follows upon crime, without our being able to collect sufficient 
evidence concerning them tu bring their authors to justice, either because the latter 
ingeniously contrive to throw dust in the eyes of the police, nr because, by inbfthfadfi of 
intlinitlai i(Ki t (hey reduce victims and witnesses to silence; and if wo have the firm 
conviction that certain persons, and no others, are tho secret authors of auch orituee, 
then their forcible removal from the scene of their exploits becomes ft practical necessity 
of self-preservation m which, whether we like it or unt, wo arc forced, an the end, to 
have recourse /' M 

Under these circumstunciw. it was decided to have recourse to the principle of 
requiring sureties for good behaviour from individuals of the class above described, 
Tins principle of requiring sureties for good behaviour from persona whose present mode 
Cf life, or past history, justifies suspicion, is one with which English lawyers are very 
familiar, It bus large application in our own criminal Iftvy.t Thence it has passed into 
the criminal law of Jjritiah India, 

tii the Indian Code of Criminal Procedure (Act No. V, of I8jj$8), there are several 
provisions in this sense- Certain magistrates may require suspected persons to execute 
a bond with sureties Ibr keeping the peace in the future, 

This power is given to the magistrate when he receives information—' 

(«,) That eli iy person is taking’ procaution h to concoal his presence within the local 
limits iif Ids jurisdiction, and that there is reason to believe that such person is taking 
such precautions with a view of committing my offence ; or 

(6,) That there is, within such limits, u parson who has no ostensible means of 
subsistence, or who cannot give a satisfactory account of liimaeir. 

The period for which the bond is executed may not exceed one year (section 109), 
The same power is given to the magistrate when he receives information that any 
person within the local limits of bis jurisdiction— _ 

(a.) I ft by habit & robber, house-breaker or thief ; or 

(A) h by habit a receiver of stolon property knowing the samu to have been 

stolen; or . .. 

(c.) Habitually protects or harbours thieves, or suds m the concealment or disposal

Kfjriuiis nature, Only on one occasion had an armed force of iiiw gizg to hr employed, 
and the Hu ha mountaineers wore again the cause of the trouble Captain Black, 
inspector of southern Kordofini was tired upon and slightly wounded dose to the 
acime of the previous years operations. The tmri-enrler of the men responsible for this 
oiitmgo having Wti 'refused, a patrol was sent, to punish the mountaineers. The 
operations were successful, and 155 head of cuttle, were Kid ml, the enemy busing 6 menu 
There ware no msualtiea among the Government troops.

Tho success of the French arms has brought- the adidniatmtive 
influence of a friendly Power up to the fronbior of the Koudan and should have the 
effect of dealing a severe blow to the Control African trade in slaves and anus, of 
which Abesbei' was formerly the centre. 

A year ago nows was received that All Dinar, Sultan of Dnrfour, had at last been 
successful agonist- SenitJp the Governor uf Kebkebia, with whom he had been engaged 
in hostilities for some time past. Benin himself is reported to have been killed and bin 
force to havo been dispersed, 

4, Missionary Work. 

The girta" school at Khartoum has now an attendance ot 14*1 children. The boys' 
and girls’ schools in Omdurinan an.- progressing satisfactorily: the latter has 
60 children mi its books* mid it is of interest to note that it is largely attended by 
children of Soudanese piurentage 

Bis Imp Gwviuiu gives encouraging reports of the mission work un the Upper 
Nile. Tbu ccmflcJonce of 'he Diukae has Inrun won and the advantage of medical aid 
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are beginning to be appreciated. Industrial instruction Is regularly imparted to about 
40 people. 

The American Mission basin the Soudan four boys* schools and a day and boarding 
aehool for girls. The total number of pupils is 186. At tho mission Station oil the 
Sobat river a great ileal of useful work, medical, industrial]*'.arid edufiaticdM, has been 
done. Doctor Lamhio 1ms in the nnurso of the year performed some 3-0 operations and 
treated over 2,000 patients belonging to the Shiliouk. Dinkiv* Anuak and Suer tribes. 

The Austrian Mission maintains four schools and several mission stations, two on 
the White Nile* and three in the Bahr-el-Ghaijil, A t all these places the confidence of 
the natives is being steadily gained and they el re being initiated into the beginnings ol 
civilisation by means o I dement ary ml neat ion and instruction in agri culture, tailoring, 
carpentering, and smithing. Dispensaries and a room lor the sick are attached to three 
of the stations. 

5, Exploration and Surveys. 

No exploring expeditions of special interest have been undertaken during the year, 
but the I'tficiads in 'he outlying districts, notably Captains Dove and Jem lings Brandy 
in the Morigallu Province, Captain Block and Messrs. Willis and MacMich.ud in 
Kardofnu. have Eld done useful work. Captain Kelly made an exp edit son through 
south-west Abyssinia, returning to r.he Soudan through the Beifi Sh&gul country, and 
compiled an interesting report on Lhe country Lhi'eugh which he passed. Captain 
Coninghiuu lias also dono good work in correcting thb maps of the northern portion of 
frho Bahr-ol-Gba&nl province. 

The cadastral survey has made satisfactory progress. Die stall' of settle men t 
officers lias been strengthened in the Gaxiia so that both survey mid scUlenient work, 
may proceed at the sn'raa rate. At the present rate the Blue Nile province should b@ 
finished in about four years'lime. ]n Mesfilhunik the flettbmeut party, under Judge 
Peacock, cumploted, as (he result of two yiaits 1 work, the registation of an area of 
idnnil 325 square uiiles, and., in addition, about 200 square miles have beeil jflenmrcatod 
ready tor survey, and 185 miles of tracks marked out-. In the Kami in district 
Mr. Derbyn and his party have now finished work over 175 square miles and tile 
properties in an eLpml arejEi have been tiemaveated. The work included llie svtLlcment 
of the ownership of properties as t ■ which disputes and feuds, often resulting in 
bioodshedj had for generations betu rife l>otweeu the rival tribes, 

Mr, Bonham Darter, the legal secretary, writes e—■ 

■' Good progress lias been nutde by the laud settlement partieSj ;uul the bEnefiis of 
the work which lias been accomplished are already beginning to be realised, Jdiigutiim 
in coietiocliun with land luis dtminislSd, the disputes and tights over h >uiidurlus, which 
■were a usual accompaniment ol the fell of the rains and the. commetLeecuvnt of 
cult'iviilioit, have practically ceased where boundaries have hi'i?3i demarcated and the 
land surveyed. Own el’s arc assured (End their titles will be respected and time, their 
tiirl-iinoH are bound up with L-ho^e of the Government. Dealings with uic laud arc 
fluid it atml ju al an eapnt.ahle ba*m for land tnxation Um been provided.'' 

Survey work h;im proceeded at a satisfecLcry rata in the ! luli'a, IlcrbcL', ami WInto 
Nile provinces Eiud in the town of Quid um tan, and great credit is due to Captain 
l Wani. Director of the Department, lor Lhe results achieved in this branch of the 
uhninistvatiun.

6. Labour and Population, 

Ap[a"^imfiEc oatimatoa made by the Governor* of provinces show ;i steady 
increase in the population of the Soudan/ which may now Ije roughly put at 2 f 46D,000. 

Tlie want of a sufficient hdiouring population (or the agriculture] dDh-ictu is one 
of the great diflioulties to be faced ill the development of the Soudan; but natural 
caiieg&t which are being given free Eyjo]iB by nri era of peace and security, are rapidly 
working towards (i selminn of the problem. 

With a view to preventing vagabondage and helping the Soudanese wbo are willing 
to workj ll labour bureau has been instituted for the registration of avaihiblo labour. r ! n lic 
working of the schomo, the success of which is greatly duo to t.ho untiring efibrls of 
Captain Symce, Ktia been facilitalvi! hy the Eaet that liotli privure And GevcrmueiLL 
niuployeiU liavo nil co-opera tv I in supporting Lhe now organ.i nation.

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7. Agriculture. 

From an agricultural point of vtew t tie moat important development duritiy; the 
year is the promifie. given by the Iaigai-lon Department that., on the iompletiop of the 
raising of the Assouan dam, it will he possible to double the $1 In wanes of 1 summci 
water available for the Soudan, which at. present is only sufiicici.it for lO.DQD feddanu. 
This decision will encourage hind mdamatmoi and the development of cultivable land, 
and will tend to improve tin? possibilities of the Soudan as a cotton-producfrig country. 
The British Cotton Growers’ Association are InterestEng Lhenisolvea in t he Soudan from 
this point of view, and are lieing supplied with all available information on the subject. 
The main point to be borne in mind is that the development of cotton eultivaikm is a 
matter of money, and that the requisite funds must be round by private enterprise. 
So far Eta quality is concerned it is now recognised that some parts of the Soudan are 
capable of producing cotton equal to that grown in the Delta. 

Mn new land concussions wore granted during the your, and the re have l>oen but 
few iiip[ditauions fur ngrfoidtiirEd land. The Wouduu Plantations Syndicate at Zoidab 
hint, however, l fen minted an option to take up n further large area adjoining ity 
present concession. The syndicate has also been given permission, tor a period of three 
years, to irrigate fraiu it* existing pumping installation some 1,400 loddans of native-, 
owned land in the ueighhouvhoorl This experiment lias Wu received with favour by 
the people, .and it is hoped that it will or id nun go private enterprise to take up the 
idea of providing irri gal ion facilities for tiv£min lands owned by natives. 

Bo til min (all and flood have been good this year, and the country has 
Ik:«?c i tree frorn pests. Agriculture hits prospered, and there ls a net increase in the area, 
of land returned els unitirated of 422,50.0 ihddnnw, In the artificially irrigated ana 
there is a slight diminution, probably due to the fact that many holdings formerly 
irrigated by water-wheels have Ibis year come under flood cultivation, which shows an 
increase of 132,000 foddons. The area of min cultivation exceeds that of 1303 by 
Sl^SlS fVddans, The crops in general, especially dukhit, dhiimquiid sesame, have dona 
well. 'The twnlatfiiV bti ir l-jl;l'O’.^ - si crops comprise practically thy whole of the grain export 
from the Sou 1 1 an. Tits diminution in last year's notion yield in accounted for by a 
tailing ofTiti the returns from Ti>kur, where the arfea cultivated ilepeiida on the uncertain: 
quantity of the Baraka flood. 

8, Woods and Forests, 

As I mentioned last year five experimental rubber plantations are now under 
observation ; h Eh reported lInti Imih l'.:im and Coma rubber seem likely to do well 
in the Kontheru plantations on the ’Bnbr-el-Jebnl, but ii eh doubtful whether the throe 
northern plantations will prove il commercial success, The pi a illation of U&ura rubber 
iu Wau in the Bahr-cbClliiixul continues l o make satisfactory progress. 

One of the chief needs of the Soudan is an efficient system ©t firc-protectiou 
for the large and valuable threats with which tho country nhmmds. The area in 
which sue] i protection wan attempted this year ummtulcd to 11?! square miles. 
The riverain bolls of the Sennar reserves barn now been protected for four years Uj 
atictnjiHiion, aud the berLufimid effect on natural reproduction in the mixed forest is 
already must marked. 

§, Trade and Customs, 

Tlie. experience of the last thro© years tends lo show limn the Soudan lias u sound 
commercial future before Et iis an exporter ol raw materials and foodstuffe. In addition 
in staple | n ducts such us gium, ivory and ostrich loath or tq which at first constituted 

the main resourced of ihv country, livestock, hides and skins, rubber, Iweswfix, .. 

of-pnarl shell, whunfc, dhuiTn, barley, euLtou mad cuttoii-iwieil. oil seeds (sesame and 
ground nuts), dates* senna and gold now appear, in il greater or smaller degree, on the 
ex port hat. 

The ralm? of maize exported has grown from 1'K 8,000 during the whole twelve 
months of lEJUll to £ la, ! 28,000 fur thfl first. n ine months; of lUOU, hut the demand 
in the hitter year was ahEiormal owing tu the partial failure uf the Egyptian Crop in 
1908. h may, however, lit- hoped that Egypt, having learned tu appreciate the good 
qualities of Soudan mniw, will m future supply her daficiiMidcB from that country rather 
than from abroad. 

The cultivation of udbiinu ia increasing rapidly, and ibis product has hegun tu fiiul 


a market, in Europe. Egypt. alone imports thin article to the, value of TE. ( 00,000 
annually, and the Soudan should have good prospect of getting possession of this 
trade. Wheat, again, is an article which might well lift supplikl to Egypt from tho 
Soudan, especially in view of the projects for basin irrigation now being'carried out iu 
the Doiigolu province, 

A most rouUJiiuralive commerce which flboutd he fostered between Egypt and the 
Soudan. !>nd which is equally iu the interests of both, in the cattle trade. Egypt 
requires meat and untile for agricultural purposes: the Soudan contains enormous 
supplies of cattle, sluvji and gouts, which arts at present valueless for want, of n market. 
The practical diflicuity iu the way of developing a largo and remunerative trade iu this 
direction }» the cnii.stant recurrence of cattle plague in the Soudan, rendering it 
obligatory m. Egypt for hoc own safety to prohibit the entry of SbhdaueBe animals. 
The veterinary services of I ho two countries are now engaged in elaborating & plan 
whereby Soudan^e cattle could he kept in quarantine locally, under proper super¬ 
vision, and only allowed into Egypt when proved t«i ho immune, Should tlsr edntem-. 
plated measures prove a succes?, tlm expint of live animals ought shortly to become f>TiQ 
of tJio iin k<c valuable resnuroofi of the iSmidnn. 

The ainmuit of gum wetit out of t he country lias increased since ket year by over 
3, ODD. ooo kilugnLuiiiu.'S. It. is tio]>ed to develop this scurcc of re venue and encourage 
i ho producthiii of Tulh gum ky letting out. ti^ private ©nterpriso suitable areas iu ihe 
Government forostn on the Blue Kile. 

The Customs returns, which iepresent the results of the first nine months of tho 
year, show that- importa of merchandise have decreased by 5 per cent, and imports 
of specie by 5(5 pe 1 cent,, while exports have increased by 32 per com.

Equilibrium between revenue and expenditure in the budget for 1909 was only 
attained by charging to the Reserve Fund certain services involving expenditure 
of a recurring nature. This expedient was clearly contrary to the maxima of sound 
fiemuca, and was only resorted to in view of the impossibility of making further 
retrenchments in tby budget without seriously hampering the machinery of adEuinis- 
traiion, It Ikes now, however, been possible to Include in tins year's estimates the 
credit necessary for the maintenance ot Port Soudan, and it is intended in lhe future to 
transfer gradually to the ordinary budget various other items which should nob properly 
bd charged to ihf linsm-vo Filial. 

The manner in which the scanty resources at tho disposal of the Soudan Govern¬ 
ment have been managed, during the last two years, during a period of congidorablu 
financial strain, and the available funds distributed so ns to procure the maximum of 
advantage fertile country, reflate great credit upon Colonel Bernard, who Inis now 
held the arduous, and ad- rimes thaaldeas, post of financial secretary for nine years. 

Til addition to the credits granted from the Soudan Reserve Fund, the sum of 
XE. 354,060 has, as I have mentioned elsewhere, been advanced by the Egyptian 
Government for railway extension south of Khartoum. 


IV, COMMUNICATIONS. 

13, Hailway a. 

The Director Captain Midwinter, Writes]— 

" During tho ten years that have chip sod since the ipilway reached Khartoum 
very considerable capital expenditure has been incurred both on extensions. aucHu 
improving the exieting line, and w& are couaequontly iu a much better position with 
regard to the permanent way and rolling stock than would otherwise have been the 
case. The importance of this question of depreciation is, I know, fully realised by 
the Government, and I am well aware of the extreme difficulty of making udequate 
provision in view of the financial position, It is, however, of vital importance- that a 
larger wiins should bo fipont annually on renewals, and l trust that this may be given 
tho first, claim among such items of additional expenditure as may bo found possible in 

future years," „ . , 

The fallowing table gives a comparison of earnings ana expenditure during the

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Native pasjeng&T traffic (4th class) has declined from 263,000 to 247,000 on 
account.-if n falling off in the number of pilar)mil going through Suakift. Otherwise 
the returns are satisfactory. 

Subjoined are statistics of the more important Items of the import and export 
traffic for tbs last three years:— 
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During t;he past year there have been three collisions, all hue to care less neats on 
the part of the native staff. Four railway employes and one telegraph employ^ have 
been killed, and so far as the public were eunuemeil t w<» fatal accidente occurred. This 
record would scorn to compare very favourably with that of most European and 
American railways. The extension of the railway southwards from Khartoum was 
started early in April, and by the end of the year I i 0 miles had been laid acid the 
line was open to Wad Medani, The celerity with which this work has been 
accomplished reflects the highest credit both cm Captain Midwiirfcerk organising ability 
and oil the energy of the staff in charge of this work. 

In eon junction with this work the line north of Khartum is being rekid with 
75-lb, rails instead of 60-lb h 130 miles of tho track have now beeij completed. The 
old rails Olid peepers are being utilised on the southern extension whore ihu trailic will 
be lighter. When this work is completed, heavier loads can be run and the permanent 
way will he in n safer and more efficient condition chan nt any previ.uis- period of its 
existence. 

14, Nile Navigation. 

The early despatch of supplies destined for Wan has tins year enabled nil steamers 
and uthar vessels, li? be withdrawn from the Bulir-eUGhaztil before thu sudd obstruction 
became serious. It ie hoped that the steamer arrvice to Mr-shra-eUHak will he resumed 
early in 1 010, The sudd-cutting machine has worked well, and it is proposed to 
construct a still more powerful one in the Khartoum dockyard. 

Cknimmidar Bond has Iseeu busily employed in the erection of dredging and eoal- 
tranepoft plant for the Irrigation Department, P l\vo powerful dredgers and a large 
lowing steamer with four 250-tou Ijtirgeu will tdl he completed early in l c J10, The new 
steamers tor the SheUal-Haifa service have new beau r I inning succeipply for twelve 
mouths, and should prove suQicient formally years tn deal with the traffic, luDunguk 
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there is ft steady if small increase m the receipts Irom carriage el passengers and 
merchandise, 

15. Roads and Wells. 

During the post year 1,110 miles of new roads were cleared and 117 new wells 

constructed! ,. . 

Considerable work was carried out on the routes from Tonga to El in and Fl irt to 
Trtlodb both important from a military point of view, and the latter was cleared by 
military labour. There is no expenditure more necessary, both from a military and 
administrative point of view, than that devoted to improving the means of com¬ 
munication. 

With regard to motor transport, one of the 40-h.p. lorries made a record trip 
from Khartoum to Kaascda and imek in February 1909, r lhe double journey of 
5 in miles wins performed in Gl days, and this success is of a nature to encourage the 
coiitinuance o{ experiments in motor traction, ['rials were also undertaken in the 
Bahr-ol Cibastal,:and have shown that this form of transport will he practicable in that 
district- during tke? dry season, when tho roads have been sufficiently cleared, l ri the 
parte of the country where wafers are difficult to obtain and estiva mortality nxiste 
amongst draught animals the advantages of mechanical means of transport will 
doubtless in the long run prevail, 

16, Posts and Telegraphs, 

The total mileage of telegraph lines maintained is now nearly 5,000. Major 
Turner, the Director, reports that in the southern provinces there has been much 
tampering with the wires by natives, who seem to be especially addicted to mu 
stMmii of lightning wires. Damage was also done hy grass tites, ami trequeot 
trouble caused on the lower reaches of the Bahiyel- 2 end hy large herds of elephants, 
w ho have confuted an undesirable habit of scratching their harks against the polos, 
with unfortunate results as regards the regularity of tho telegraph service. 

Tilt number of telegraphic messages dealt with during the past, year amounted to 
about 405,000 as against 410,000 in 1008, the decrease being mainly in tlm number of

894,000, The quays were completed and opened t« the public in 
the early part of last year, and the steam slipway in the dockyard is almost ready for 
use. Manual labour cum now bn obtained at abort" notice, but the Standard of skilled 
labour b low. The administrative services of rho port and the general upkeep and 
maintenance of the new buildings anti works, hitherto under the Control of the Public 
Works Department, have now been handed otot to the various departments to which 
they are to be in future attached. 


VL IRRIGATION, 

18. Irrigation, 

The past year has aem the actual commencement of the dredging operations, 
recommended as a result of tho studies begun in 1904, for the improvement of the 
channel of the Nile in its passage through the swamp region of the southern Soudan, 
the object- being to effect some diminution in the large volume of water lost by the 
river in that region. The proposals for the purchase of u small dredging ileut, 
necessarily of ji mare or less experiment a 1 character, at un estimated cost of £E. I .'i 0,000, 
wore approved in 1906, arid the greater part of the plant is now actually on the 
Nile, fhe cost of working it is roughly estimated at £E. 40.00U it year. The fleet 
will., in the fir$t instance, be thoroughly tested in undertaking smnlI and experimental 
operations, and the dredging and embank mg of the fi&hral-Earaf seem indicated its the 
work which can bo most usefully taken in hand at the? present time. 

In the Dongoia province tho Soudan Government, 1ms undertaken the opening up 
of the old Hood caoaSs and the creation A - one or two small basin systems, A beginning 
has also been made in connection with a larger scheme for the irrigation of the Korina 
plain, which contains nifout 30/400 feddans of cultivable lamb I he canals and banka 
constructed this year have coat about £E. lii.OUO, and arc calculated to bring under 
cultivation some 30,000 foddans, 

Tbo irrigation works nn the river Gush ue, KussaEn have done welt, despite the fact 
that this year's Hood was both small and intermittent compared with those of recent 
years, Under present conditions, it is not, however, considered worth while to do 
much more there for the p®Bent-. The expanse and difficulty of transport preclude 
large agricultural developments. Liter on, when the people have become more 
familiar with the newly introduced methods of irrigation, it may be advisable gradually 
to extend the scope of tho present works. 

The detailed surveys m connection with the alignment of the Gexlra canal have 
beep cun tinned, and this important project is by degrees assuming a definite form, 
It is proposed to continue these studios until a complete scheme in produced, when all 
the footers of the problem, technical, financial., and economic, can be considered as a 
whole by the light of the information thug available. 


Yll ADMINISTRATION. 

19. Prisons, 

There lias again l icon a considerable increase hi admissions for serious offences 
during the punt year, duo probably to hotter work on Lbu part oi the pohui? rath or then 
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any real increase of crime. In primitive districts where family funds are common, 
the shedding of blood is still footed upon, by tbo people more as a pastime tlmu a 
crime. Of 39 persons convicted of murder L2 ware executed, the rule luring that 
capital punishment is only inflicted when there are no extenuating circumstances, 

The juvenile reformatory continues to give good results; to so great a degree, in 
fact, that' pa routs coiwidei'ml it a favour to get their offspring admitted, ^So far there 
have been no reeduviutions amongst the boys who have been discharged. The inmates 
are given elementary instruction, are drilled, and learn a trade in the workshops. 

There is little serious crime uinang fomnles in the Sotulau, anti only 9 were 
admitted to the prisons. 

The medical reports on the prisoners for the past year are satisfactory. 


20. Slavery. 

In a 1 the second year m succession , l am able to re non that there has been practically 
no slave Kudtun' during the past twelvemonths, live inhabitants are becoming a live 
lo the risks of Tmuiiiving at these practices, and the authority of the G over rune nt in 
rem o t o pa rts of tt i e eou u try in gm d m U y ox tern ling ns officii i Is aoqui re local ex. pen e ncc 
and 1 icci-'Tsi-■ known and respected in Lhen*districts. Moreover, the successful operations 
of 1998 hi id 19(39 in southern Kordofun have done much to step the custom of keeping 
in captivity, and treating practically aa slaves, prisoners taken in small fights between 
neighbouring hill tribes. 

Again, the expcitso ol avoiding poets and patrols of the Slave 1 ratio Department 
is an additional discouragement to slave-traders; white the buyer finds it no longer 
worth white Lo buy a servant who is free to rim away at any moment. Ine complete 
extinction, therefore, of this traffic in ita various forms is merely a questam ol time, 
though Isolated instances may occasion ally occur. _

41,000 vaccinations were performed during 1000, as against 10,000 in 15)08. There 
was little small-pox in the country, nor has there been any serious epidemic of iiifodtious 
disease, during the past year. 

A report on the subject nf $e.epin£-sickrife I ■ ns been furnished by Captain 
Anderson, who has been conducting invostigu Lions on the boundary of the Bulir-td- 
CUmzal and tho Lado Enclive, and vain id h suggestions are Hindu regarding measures 
of precaution against the introduction of the disease itito the Soudan from that 
quarter.

24. Civil and Criminal Courts. 

Mr, Bun ham Carter nqmrto that there baa again, tins year, been an increase lit the 
number of civil cases, ! he: total lor the whole Soudan having risen from 7,153 to 
8,391. In spite of this the civil court and the three distinct, courts have kept abreast 
of their work and litigants receive a prompt hearing. It lh- mtisfacEury that the number 
of appeals him not risen in proportion to the increase uf civil suits. Tilts lees received 
in the civil courts of brst instance nmounted to Ct'h 3,G9(J t the highest figure hitherto 
reached. 

Summary and non-summary convictions both allow a considerable increase, having 
risen from 15,000 to 18,000and from 1,002 to 1,1 92 reapedively. Tho growth in tho 
number of Summary eu^ea has taken place in Konfothn and is attributable partly to tho 
enfoi'Cimiviit- of the forests urrfimuiG# of tyofS for 'lie prove tit ton of fire in die gum 
forests ami gardens, and partly to an increase of drunkcimssa and crimes of violence.

The Bahr-cLGhnzal was blocked by sudd between October 1008 and January 1000 . 
Steamers were delayed for over a month, and atone time great anxiety was felt as to 
tine food supply, The opening up of tho Bahr-el-And ■ would ho most beneficial to the 
province; an inipoll ant trade route would be opened to the west, ami communication 
with tin- mim- ti , mil.*lofl 6 inc tribes would lie facilitated. 

With regard to public heullli, malaria ia prevalent in tha western di&tridt, but during 
the 1 past yoai great cav.e has been taken to combat the disease in Wan and in the 
province generally, with results that are distinctly gratifying. In October sleeping 
sickness was t> -pomri! from Itaga, uml thews wore two cases ul Wan. AH tho etuwa 
woi'i ■ imported fmm the Krench Cfougo, 

Major Gordon, iho Governor, suites that tho people are now beginning to iwrnl 
themselves of the simple forms of justice provided by tho administration, with i.he 
result ibaiL the Sultans and Sheikhs, firing afraid of complaints, are taking more trouble 
tn it] iprrhi-m I offenders. About 500 civil eases,- whibli are invariably disputes flfctnit 
£®WTK‘s or inbdritnnijes, were brought liewre the courts, >ud nettled as for au possible 
according to Irtkil custom. 

It i* proposed to impose u sin all tax upon ilie tribes in consideration of ihe benefits 
winch they receive IVuni the existence of an orderly govern incht. A tenth of the grnin 
roquiBKimied by Government will he taken wit limit payment, and a tribute of hulls mid 
sheep will he levied nti cattle-owning Mink us. Ai, present ihe sale of limber is the 
only riiinriein! icfiouvec '.if any importance in this province. 


30. Berber, 



3L Blus Nile Province. 

The Opening of the railway from Khartoum to Wad Medani should give a. great 
impulse tn trade which has hitherto been hindered by the fact that the Blue Nil™ 
hardly navigable between the months of January and Juno. The rates have been UjW 
as low as possible sans to allow the natives to compete in the Omdurman market, and, n 
there Is a demand for maize from outside, a considerable increase of prosperity should 
result. The amount of laud under flood-cultivation, which reijuneH left* labour than 
artificial irrigation, and is therefore preferred by the smaller cultivators, has been more 
than four times m great as hist year, and the natives of Kami in wry that their crops are 
the best for tho last twenty ye are. It may be mentioned that tho cultivation of Cotton 

aa a rain-crop has greatly increased this year, 

The condition of the people is, in the opinion of Major I hekmsou, dm Governor, 
improving steadily, sltlfch tho departure of th|r slaves has all oetoti » great nuir J. ^ o 
fainilics who were accustomed tn rely on this species o£ labour tor tho cultivation ol t hen 
fields Otilv five cases of sWe-cWiug were brought to light lust year and con vm teams 
wore Obtained in each case.

A testimony to the flourishing condition of (ho province is afforded by jhe yearly 

influx of ftini&Kifis, Takriim and Foliatan, \vlin> coming to Kagan k. their vu/. to Mecca, 

often take up their abode in H for good or return there lifter conlbleting the pilgrimage. 
The crops last year were good and the flocks of ilic nomad Arabs have multiplied 
exceedingly. 

Cotton was not extensively cultivated in I 505, and the mills at Agordat bought 
the greater part of whut was produced; the inu'dduotioit of American seed has been 
suggested as it has been found to succeed in Ervlbrea, A now district on tho Setit 
has now been opened up lor gmn collect tan, and three villages liuvo been established in 
a part of the country where there is a large area of guia-producing forest. These 
measure* should result in it.coii&idtnablc development of tins profitable industry,

The fiiumcinl condition <rf 
the Kui(>pvaii population, on the other hatid, shows little or no improvement on lank 
vent 1 . Muiiey is scarce and employment dilltanlt to find, owing to the lack of private 
enterprise in the way of building, Sfo, 

Public health has, nn the whole, been iqrttafncterv, aud there boa been no serious 
outbreak of any furin of Bpiilnmitr dtaeiiHei The health of rhe British troopa is good, 
Khartoum has al hist been provided, with a supply of pure water, derived I'rotjidvep 
wells, which, it is hoped, will give satisfactory results, both as regards quality find 
quantity, for funny years te come. 


36. Kordofan, 

Cattle plague has, during the past year, affected uiHitvnurably the ivory and 
asirich'leather trades, Cattle being mie of lln- principal articles of Wtor. On the 
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other hand, good tains and the absence ul locusts or other posts have resulted in an 
abundant harvest of cereals. Thu output of gum, the chiei resource of the province, 
has boon particulm-lv remunerative, although rmujh damage was dune by (crest Sires. 
As I have mentioned elsewhere, the Subject of protecting ttfese valuable forests from 
fire is now being tukon in band , , _ 

Turning to finance, the situation gives ground for satisfaction. The budget 
estimate of revenue, XE. 60,250, will probably be exceeded by XK 15*000. Eponoimes 
have also been effected in the expenditure, and the surplus will amount to about 
j£E. 37,000, or an incro^o of JEE, 14,000 over that of last year. 

The only epidemic disease occurring in 1505 was an outbreak ot ccrcbro-apinal 
meningitis, which was fortunately reported at once by the n^bives find promptly dealt 
with, Mtibiria has decreased in tine large towns where, during the rains, drainage is 
mrovrviaed, grass .cleared, and wells covered. 

During the post year the province has eustained a gre® loss by .the departure ct 
Captain Uovd, the late Governor, wlm- has returned to the British army after 
a(JV0EV years of useful and energetic work in Kordafim? Hia successor is M|jor Savita, 
formerly Governor of the BahrebGhuKal province.

This, however, h increasing, a# during the past year seventeen 
now villages have lieen formed. The colonies of <ii&|®iged soldlera, who supply a 
certain amount of unskilled labour in Bingo. and Seoinir, are all doing well, T| (e 
revenue, which depends chiefly on the harvest, shows an increase of nearly 3,GQ0i. 
over that of 1 &D8, and is capable of further development’ if the efforts to persuade the 
natives,to collect gum in the dry weather when they have no work in the Helds could 
meet with so mu measure of success, 

TIib agihinist ration of justice is reported by Captain Nickerson to have gained the 
confitfence of the people, who are nearly always willing Lo give evidence and assist 
in the arrest of criminals. Crime shows a general iliimmnluu, l hough among a half' 
civilized people crimes of violence may be the result of very trifling incidents. One 
woman, Ibr instance, walked 50 miles to jeer at the relatives of a man whom her 
husband nad beaten. The consequences of thin krly's snj^rffuoiis intervention was that 
a serious lafetion, Eight took pllauc, and four men wore kill mb The province is, in general., 
tranquil, and the conduct of the nomad Arabs baa been satisfactory. The Increase in 
ihe amount and vabm of tlu.lr herd* act-4 as a, cheek oil funnticaaL A tfion who owns 
HoUb worlh of stock will think twice bo lb re joining a movement which may lead to the 
con tipcatfoil of his properly.

What with sudd, swamp and impenetrable thorn forest, 
the country in hard to open up, and such revenue ns ran be collected is almost entirely 
dem-L-d IVuni cnttlc-lribnte, H is satisfactory, however, to noto that payment hi money 
is m creating, £E, 850 out of JCK l,50u having this year boon paid in end* as against 
£E. iS0 fl in 1907. Coinage h also slowly replacing beads asciiinehcy.aa trade progresses 
southwards. 

As tin illustration of Dtnla character, Mr* Strurd narrates the following incident 
which recently Lock place In a (nhnl court uf juslicc :—One Djnka stole ten bulb from 
another; a court was held, the rubber acknowledged Ids ihc.fi, and the cattle were 
ordered to he returned ; not only, however, was the robber not punished, bin the 
court decided that since he had been to all the trouble and risk of stealing the cattle 
for noiuing, he should keep one ol tin bid Its as compensation, Probably there was not 
one of the ass^m bled judges who had not ni- some time attempted to steal a neighbours 
cattle. An English inspector, who orders restoration of nib captured cattle and tines 
the thief, may as often as net be looked upon els a brutal innovator,

41. White Nile Province. 

The year LD0& bus been prosperous, owing to the high Nile, heavy rains, and 
freedom from locusts, I spire "1" labour diilieuUks, large quantities ofdhurra have 
Wu grown ami exported, Thu euUimtioii iff simsim lias also coi iaidoiuhly align tented. 
The gum mmsou has been good, the quantity sold at Drioiem being the greatest since the 
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recotiqucstwith adequate protection from forest fires the output could undoubtedly be 
greatly developed. Cattle-plague and horGtr-sickue.es have been prevalent. The revenue 
of the province has expanded by nearly 50 per cent,, from £E. 51,000 In 1008 to 
£K 4G,000 in L£)09, while the expenditure baa only risen from £E, IfoOOO to 
j®L 21,000. It has been a busy trade year; and tha Aral) eafoelrnen have so 
prospered that the jewellers ran out of gold ornaments required for the womenfolk 
of nreu who go about almost naked themselves-, 

Mr, Bulk?!', hi hie interesting report, states that slave raiding, buy lug and selling 
are unknown in this* province, and hut few complaints of ill-treatment of servant are 
received as compared with a few years ago! 

There has been a slight tninumtiotr in serious crimes. Tt» number of civil 
suits, of which the more important are tried In Dueina, has inureasod Irom 255 to 472. 

With regard tu edncai fen, tae schools at El-Dueiui, Getefea and Kawa Eire In a 
flourishing condition. The wild Arabs, however, still distrust education. The Mmimr 
of Geteiuo. lias been making laudable efforts to overcome this prejudice, by writing and 
producing a play for the cdilitidmii of the Gate itui school hoys. The plot was simple : 
Beene L^A shepWd bov at home with bin flunk; behaviour bad. Scene II. A scholar 
at home „ behaviour model. Beene III, Bedford and Melton meet and argue ns to the 
value of learning; thegc&d boy gats Ids head punched.

setting out divers cunsidmTitioiis inecmHisteiH with the view luitfivtained by (be Egyptian 
Governiiicnt as to the applicability of the Egyptian press buy to foreigners,. eou^siiem- 
tions which it is surges red have besm overlooked by the kw oltteer* of ihe British 
(.h'own in former yndris, and presumably, also, by the legal advisers of the Egyptian 
Governracni, 

As il is part of our routine duty to advise I lie; Egyptian t.l over n merit as to the 
apjjliei.ildlify ol Egyptian laws in detail to foreigners, it would sippfkr lo ns impj'nhaldi: 
lltnr the whole matter could now be concluded by any general statements of principle 
wliieh wi- and our prad<&.ssprs had nverluoked. Any attempt so to dispose of the 
m:i1 ' 1 "" would rather suggest to us some failure to Lake nucnuiit Of existing Ivgvriiiau 
conditions.

inversion of known historical tzvcit&. It would, in our opinion, be moru accurate io 
say that “In Turkey the Porte success Fully asserted its el aim to the ordinary rtgbb 
of a sovereigji government over foreigners, nave so far us thora riglila had been waived 
by the express provisions or treaties. f> 

Tim portion in Turkey is not irrolevimt, lietxiuse, at Iho beginning, of Egyptian 
autonomy, it was also tin; position in Egypt. To arrive nl tbu po^itloii in Egypt 
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to-day it h therefore safficiout to take duo note of what \m happened in Egypt 
si nee that date. 

The one relevant, fact adduced in the memorandum that the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment has abandoned all civil and criminal jurisdiction over foreigners 1 ^ on the part of 
purely native tribunals, vgi, of course, admit. (It appears to be suggested that the 
Egyptian Government never possessed any such jurisdiction ; if that Is the view taken, 
we know of no historical foundation for it), Wc also admit that “no foreigner can 
be tried for jin i sort pr kind of offence in a (purely) Egyptian tribunal. 1 IhiL when 
it is added Mint. i\ follmvs, “also from this that no Egyptian law or decree is binding 
Upon any foreigner unless that law can bo on foredd in l.ho Consular Court, we can only 
say that the conclusion arrived at U contrary lo well-known, em-v-dav fact, 

' The fliiw in the rti'gumetit is, of eouvso, that, when a law deals with the relations 
bel.ivceiSL the Goveruincnt and private individuals, the interreiitimi of a law court is 
not always esse nii id h> its enfot'C'emiint. The jj revision of English law, I'm- in si mice, 
which ompoivci's a constable to arrest ji lunutie found wanderiug at large is enforced 
not by courts of law, but by constables. Us use, as law, is to protect constables From 
notions for wrongful arrest, if brought by lunatics arrested when so wandering, '.that 
consular courts are,]' in principle, bound only by the law imposed by their own 
sovereigns eonhl he relevant in such casca only if the Egyptian Government u-ere 
responsible to (hose courts for its ante or those of its agents. 

We can only suppose that the existence of laws of that particular type U h been 
overlooked owing to their relative infrerjurncy in England, in most other countries 
the administrative powers of tho fiovermauut arc much wider; in Egypt, for the 
reasons indicated in the memorandum, they constitute tho principal weapon of tho 
Guvcrument in carrying on administration. That they are sufficient, without recourse 
l o tho law courts, to permit of i he assessment of and culled km of n large kind revenue, 
to enforce ([ovemment mmiopoltes, and to control irrigation, fisheries and navigation* 
will serve to prove that wc are not advancing purely theoretical rmisklerations It 
may even be noted that the elaborate qii&nljtme regulations, which happen to have 
hern approved by I lit Powers, are enforced against fercigiwre wii Jiuut any xucb 
rceoiirso, wholher to the mixed tribunals or lo consular courts. 

If nr the above reason s, we are of opinion that the eoujnderatiions adduced in (he 
mciltOTaiiduni are ill-founded and thai it leaves the matter as it was before. H has 
always been adinittral that certain provisions of the |ire*s law.arc not applicalilo to 
foreigners (or, in ether words, that, their application would give mo t(> a rig lit of 
adieu before the inixod tribunals) ; but w&do not understand licit v.cC 0 ' h ai pre^mit,

immt impossible. Tliis campaign of misrepreftentatioa and nitimulatimi, pursued 
svstamatically and without respite, has exercised an i ivcr-mcreasitig effect on uic 
cbmiuuhitv* more especially upon the semi-educated classes and upon the impression¬ 
able youth of the uountry, until they have become thoroughly permeated with u 
smritof unreasouiug hostility and suspicion towards (he author dies, whether British 
or E^vutian, Groat efforts are now being made to spread this spirit among the 
working classes and the fallen, who have not hitherto shown an interest m polities. 
Unless these offorta meet with «om,e. chore effectual chock than tho legal and 
administrative remedies nt present at our disposal seem able to afford l do not doubt 
tbut they will prove snoccseful ul no distant data. In this connection it should bo 
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remembered that the active entry into the political arena of the ignorant lower 
classes, whose fanaticism can so easily be aroused, must sooner or later lead to an 
outbreak which could only be represser! by violent measures almost certainlv involving 
bloodshed. 

Chief among the propagandists to whom ,1 refer stands the notorious Sheikh 
AbtbehAida: Shawish. 'The hand of this man can be discerned in almost every 
oeeurronra during tlio past few years which has disturbed the public peace or 
teubavnisscd the authorities, 

Sheikh Shawisb is of Tunisian extraction, fie was, however, born and brought 
up ia Egypt, and was parti v educated at, El As bar University. He was aeut^to 
Oxford in 10Qi, but was. recalled t.o Bgypfc in order to fill nn vnspiteLm'ship at the 
Ministry of Education, lie became a dose friend of the late Mustaphib Kamel 
Pasha, but it was not until after tile hmoiFs death, early in IVOR, that he left the 
Government sendee, owing, it is said, to disappointment at not being appointed 
head of the recently established Kadis' School, and that he accepted un offer of 
Mohammed Feidd Bey to become chief editor of the '* Lewa" newspaper, the extreme 
Nationalist organ. 

Bo at once signalised his editoi^bip by ji series of violent articles directed against 
the occupation ant! ihe Government, in which much Capital was made of j.he Doiieh&w&i 
affair, Ha furtlmr Btigiuillcd put for special attack his old department* the Ministry 
id Education, and bitterly nasal led the Minister and the British ad vigor, Mr, DnnloJ 
In consequence of this campaign, Mr. Dunlop 1 ? relations with his native stall' and 
with the students were seriously afTeOtedj and a considerable number of threatening 
letters was addressed to him. 

in ibe .summer of 1908 occurred the unfortunate lumiiin aOhir in which several 
British and Egyptian officers lost [ heir lives. I'he origin a tor of the outbreak Shaikh 
Abdel Evader, was the only culprit whosiifferod the death penalty, but in the “Lewa |F 
A' l lie 28 111 i£cy, 100®, Sheikh Sbawtsli wrote an article heatlcd fi Another Deoslmwsi 
in the Sou dim—70 persons hanged and Id imprisoned" in which the following 
passage occurs 

11 When we heard tlie neivs that a British officer had been murdered, wo Had. a 
presentiment of the horrible revcncjfi! and indescribable erudte which awaited tdl the 
inhabitant n:' Halwiye.ii, without distinction between guilty and iniiotnmt. For wo 
know' that, when a poor native has tins mischance to cause an injury to rm Englishman, 
there is never any limit to the excesses of (lie English. At iDeusliawai nitany were 
sentenced to death, many to be Hugged, and many to penal servitude, because 
an English officer died of auustniRc near their village. Wo cannot therefore 
wonder if every kind of torture is inllieted on the Inhabitants of Halwiyen, who 
killed the Englijmjhaiu For him Hie Governor .of tlio SomIan has repeated that 
sad purJhrmiinco represented by Lord Cromer op the stage of itensliaw&i . , ., /‘ 

For Hus libel on the. Soudan Government, Sheikh Shawisli was brought to trial 
before the native court, bid was, totho general astonishment, acquitted. The trial 
marked by disorderly demonstrations in the streets organised by Ids partisans, 
necessitating vigorous police action, and on one afternoon seme forty arrests were 
made. 

Sheikh Sliawish, who had been nctivdj intervening in various troubles, notably 
thosu auumgst the students of the law school, celebrated his acquit.!.nl by a series of 
articles directed against the Khedive, and also by bitter attacks upon* the Coptic 
community, rousing the latter to wraili not unutinglcd with alarm. He wrote of the 
Copts as li monkey a with dogs’ faces," and in speeches al the political night schools he 
urged, in scarcely veiled terms, a resort to violence: against them as traitors to their 
country. 

The night sdiuols in question were established by the extreme Nations lint party 
in order to enlist the working dosses it: their movement, as also were workmen's 
syndicates. In both of these organisations Wardani, the future assassin of Boutros 
Pasha* tonk a conspicuous part, Ho acted in uouatant eo-operation. with Sheikh 
Shnwisli rind W!ift one of bis ardent disciples.

Port Said, muh-nvu wring |o make such questions 
assume a political aspect., and to recruit ilio strikers in the ranks of the party. White, 
nigh! schools ru'e provided for the? workmen, village clubs have been termed in the 
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provinces in order to spread agitation among the fellaheen, and considerable harm 
is being dune. 

In the last days of 1DQS the Sf Leva " endeavoured tn create insubordination 
against the Sirdar amongst the Egyptian officers in flic Soudan* exhorting them to 
"imitate the students, to wake from their apathy and shako from their shoulders the 
yoke of humiliation and bondage.”

Tho amendments therein 
proposed Imyu been approved by the council, and are now under ihe consideration of 
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the Government, but it is clear that ninny of them are inacfiephthle if the law Is to he 
of any practical value for the purpose for which it is intended.

The first of these is the case of the punishment of threats, dealt wills in article 5 
of the draft law amending the Period Code in this connection, The Legislative Council 
were of opinion Hull verbal threats should only lie punislfibla when eoinuumicated by 
an intermediary, and the Egyptian Government accepted this modification. I enclose 
a memorandum explaining that they were able to do so without: diminishing tliu value 
of the new legislation on this point. 

Secondly, in the ease of the draft law for the better maintenance of discipline m 
the schools Lhe Council of Ministers accepted an alteration providing that children 
under I’J years of age should not la 1 sent, away I nr Tad Lire to obtain the necgsiiflrv 
amount of good-conduct marks (see my despatch Ho. 7SJ). h 

AYit.li regard to the new penal clause respecting criminal associations, 1 be^ to 
transmit copv of a letter addressed by the Minister of Justice to thu rrcsidout ot the 
Council sfcifing his view that it ^vould be impossible to accept the amendments 
proposed by the Legislative Council, which would have destroyed the dhyauy ot the 
law in dealing witli politteal associations contemplating the use of ^orce, but at, the 
sji nits time giving as&iiruuecs that the mecaiiLi'e wo-uld not be applied in a manner 
restrictive of individual liberty.

THE present provisions of iliy Egyptian Penal Code concerning throats are 
inadequate and iuecmiplisle. Articles 2&^284 only deal with ihreaU which aro either 
used as a means of extorting money or other valuable thing, or oi obtaining possessmn 
q| certain spediicd legal instmmeiiLs or of ooinpclling their fljeeeution, or oldu tliroats 
of a Idackmailiug ebaraeter threatonitig compromising disfilusurus, &e. I'lirent-s 
accompanied by an order or condUton which doe-t not come within any ol tlu^o 
categories, or threats unuucompauieil by any order or condition „ do not toll wit bin the 
terms of these articles, and their authors are therefore unpunished. Tins is tin obvious 
omission, A threat of death or violence, in an anonymuua Ictlcr, to a Miinsler or 
other oilioial unless lie takes or refrains from taking such and such a measure, slmuld 
clearly he punishable, in the raiv cases in which its riulhor Can be discnvqred. Such 
threats, if in writing, lire punished in most legislations*and notably iu those laws trom 
which the Egyptian Codes nvo mainly derived, yiz,, the Ernnch and Belgian (sec 
bTenoh Tonal Cbd^ article 3l}fi et m/,, and Belgian l, J enai Code, aefciidv 627 p‘

As tins is very reasonable, and os it already goes further, in fho 
sense rnrsLrod, than the continental laws referred to, the Egyptiah Government made 
NO dilhenfty about accepting the amendment. Tt. is somewhat curious to observe that 
the Linmcil appeal'to have bused it on the Arabic text of a former article of the 
I'.gyptiau tend Code (article 231, abrogated in TAMM), of which, however, the French 
version certainly did not, bear this interpretation.

Aider iills .Mounul Bey's pubiications ceased to nUntct fmy attention^ but L^ter nu 
a certain SEodja Kadri Effendi became joint editor, and the ptijinr regained its pristine 
importance* This Hodja JCadri has act] aired a certain reputation among Egyptian 
literary men, through taking part in struggles of t his natmx 1 , and also On account of 
the cordial welcome he received from t'hakir Pasha, luisband of the Priticess, living at 
Choubia, at Cairo, and he eventually gained access to the Khedive. 

The proprietors of the paper '* El .\hiukat.tan,." who arc Syditus of .Damascus and 
enjoy the reputation in Egypt nT being philosophers, have increased his re pu tat ton 
still further by art teles they have published about him. Favoured in this mariner by 
destiny, he might have extended the influence of the committee, Imt he was cl Kicked 
by an imfortnnate incident, nam'dy, that of the Ll Tmprimcrie Osuunuc," a question U> 
which the Egyptians attached eonsidm.'ablc iinjiortancc and which tuincd them against 
the committee. 

Hodja Kadrij, in order to put (lie “ 1 mprimeHe Osnonuio H into the hands of a 
protegd of his, Djemal, of Dbodes, and in order.to criticise bis opponents and nnipbasisc 
their errors, spoke against the commit tee, and Lord Cromer mixed himself up in tiro 
matter. 

This h how the incident has been explained ;■— 

The Dili on and Pbsgre&sjuivmg token refuge from the lateSultan, wished to hand 
over to him the <l Irapriruorio de rEgyptc." The committee stffced i.hu “ priuting 
presses and sought to ravish the registers from tins hands of Salih Djemal with a view 
to arresting, through Yildiss, the members of the editorial staff whose name* were 
inserihed in them. 1 ' 

Such is (lie signiilcatimi given hy public opinion to the seizure of Hie press, and 
certain ordinary blackmailing papers interpret it in a horrible manner. In order to 
ensure n solution in favour of Salili Efttmcu, Hodja Ivadie succeeded in gaining over 
the proprietors of some of these black mailing journals, and caused a declaration by 
one of these men to be sent to Lord Cromer, So much importance was attached to 
this declaration which public opinion considered to have been handed in by tbs 
Committee of Union and Progress that Lord Cromer caused the documents which had 
been sealed by order of the tribunal to be handed over to him by I In' English police 
officer, Mayfield, thus acting in contravention of the decision legally given by the 
Egyptian tribunal. 

Certain individuals who are of opinion that this action of his Lordship mig Id 
have boon uunningly interpreted in favour of the Ottoman (JoYurament, have told 
me with great enrol Ion that a good opportunity was, thus lost. 

The arrival of Mahmoud Fwahu added to the impression caused by this 
incident which from every point of view was damaging to the committee in Egypt, 
Nevertheless, the questions of Denshawi and of Aka bn winch followed tvrvecb as I 
stated above, to regain the favour of public opinion for the Khali lute, but this devotion, 
if we may call it suoli, bad no effect on the jirestlgc and repuiati.m oi the coinmitten, 
uild did not efface the chi stain.

The hard- la hour prison of Egypt, 
Tara* which is a strong place surrounded by watts and with a guard-house inside, was 
burgled by a robber Ghmdi. who alter torturing t he governor of the prison in hiss 
private apartment lor some hours, loft him and escaped and not even one of tux men 
was captured. In order to protect, from police raids the M hashcoh 11 gales which have 
been set up in all parts of the country, tins town l< assabiips 11 pretend to lie guardians. 
Sometimes they get drunk, and attack the weddh g precessions that- go round at night, 
scattering like sheep the IjrQO or 2,000 persems of which the procession is composed. 
In iliese incident si are even deaths among tho police. Now this custom is an imitation 
of the epics recited in the hasheeshT dene, and of the mythological heroic talcs 
heartl in the local cates. 

The common people of Egypt are so keen on iLinking these attacks on lluypnhlic 
order, lb at not a day passed in Egypt without some such nuisy and widespread affray 
being heard of. When the |] i^h-al-Watan Society, owing to the political iidlueiiee of 
Mu-stepha Kiamil Pasha, saw t.lio necessity of tuaking demon.strul ions, they began lirst 
of all with those M futouh," 

It h impossible tu iiuagtee any movement in IMypf, striker or national demon¬ 
stration, in which the ' tl, futiJiiU n do not lake part, and give rise to ionic incident, Formerly 
the Egyptians knew nothing of strikes and great assemblies, but lheir innate tendency 
towards imi tation suddenly burst forth ututor Lite influence of the late -M.nstapha Kinrnil 
Pasluq until it can almost be said that Egypt lias becomes the country of strikes in the 
East, 

When one considers lil whnt a. short time these frnite have been produc'd by the 
idea of liberty put forward by llusteplja tviamik it must be admitted that this section 
of the people will engage in political action on a larger scute. 

Although there in no effect at present upon the elite of the Moaquo oF A1 Anhar, 
the iniluouce upon the common people is great. The uiagnitudo of this iniluotioc has 
not been determined by examples and cs peri] non Is, but the Christian population is as 
il rule very much afraid of haying relations with it. 

During the Ababa incident t|io rumour wenL round that the Moslems of Egypt 
wore all called to war for the faith. The first day this was spread about* all the 
Christian traders in the richest streets of the Cairo bazaar, such as the .Monsky and 
the Isma'ilielq closed their shops*and although the police interfered ami bud she shops 
all opened, yet they could not remain in peace and e ranquilllty during the ten or fifteen 
days that the rumour continued. 

Although the lfiKb-tiUVVftten liaa not announced what practical policy it is 
going to adopt, ii seems most likely that nil iho practical undertakings of the said 
society wiki lie in the direction of those points* 

I can affirm absolutely that llm IIi«b-:ilAV.uteti will net carry out any decision it 
may cominuuiCatq to the people withmst being somehow in rclntions with the Kbdtfatc, 

As the circumstances which influence mo contain much that will confirm my 
remarks on Egypt, these ideas, even if some appear exaggerated, arc beyond doubt 
and dispute* 

If one remembera that the destiny of Egypt has always been subject to the 
influence of the forces applied to it, it will be dear that no idea cun be called 
exaggerated.

. , 1 ““' fv It01K ] ur t0 c ™ flr H tllu contc ? ts of m y telegram No, 38 of yesterday's 
date with regard to the Sheikh Ahmcd-ehirndduib who proclaimed himself Muhdi 
ami crented a disturbance in his own and the surrounding villaces in the Kate r-1 
Slieifch dtstrmtj, ni the neighbourhood of Tank, detailed reports have now been 
received imin the governor .of the province ami from a conJileutial ascot-, both of 
whom have visited the locality for the purpose. The advisor to the Ministry of the 
Interior has also pmd a personal visit of investigation to Tante. 

1! appears that no political importance need be attached to thin incident. The 
reports iliow that Ahmed*el-Haddad, after previously procuring a number of pointed 
iroiL bars from the nearest town, on the pretext of budding u fence, M t out on ihe 
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nth July, attended by several of his brothers acid & number of villagers, whom he 
aimed with these weapons, and invited to accompany him to Medina. Others were 
forced by violence tojoiu the band, which then proceeded to the next village. This 
news was telephoned to the Marks 3 authorities, who started to arrest the pretender, 
but were attacked by him and his followers and forced to fire in self-defence. The 
brother of El Haddad was killed and part of the gathering dispersed, but the leader 
continued mi Ilia way with about sixty others until be met a small force of police 
under tho moawin, who attempted to persuade him to desist from hie enterprise. 
Sheikh-eLlladdad, however, attacked and wounded the moawin, when the police had 
to lire again, this time wounding the sheikh himself. He was then arrested, with ten 
of his companions, twenty-five further a treats being effected later. 

Ahmed-d- Haddad was a student of El Azbar University, and received the 
certificate oi 1 Professor four years ago. Ho hail a reputation for learning and piety in 
his native village, but was noted for his eccentric behaviour and frequent absences. 
There and hi the neighbouring villages tic gradually eamo to be considered as a holy 
man and a prophet whose exhortations and commands were to be obeyed. His 
absences became more frequent, and he was once attested in, another province as a 
suspicious person, but set at liberty and returned to his home. He thou conceived 
the desire to visit Mecca, 

During this journey El Haddad toetns to have been obsessed by the idea of 
destroying tho HedjnK Ltnilwuy f by which the foreigner could penetrate to the Holy 
City. * It was for preaching in this sense that fie was arrested by the Ottoman 
authorities and conveyed first to Beirout and then to Constantinople, where he was 
yud ged lo be mentally deranged and deported to Egypt. This degisioa that tie was of 
unsound mind was confirmed on examination at Cairo, but the man was not considered 
to be dangerous, and was accordingly consigned to.hie native village to be under the 
cari'' of his fatllfr and the special observation of the local omdeh. 

It is clear that the would-be Malidi was not in his right mind, and that he 
suffered from a fixed idea of which the recent incident was a manifestation. All the 
evidence proves that he declared his intention of marching to Medina, and that he 
made no allusion whatever to any political object or connection. The militant 
character of his pilgrimage could not have failed to bring him into opposition with 
the authorities, oven if ha had not almost immediately encountered the police. 
He is now in prison awaiting trial, and will presumably be placed in a lunatic 
asylum., 

The original disturbance has not been followed by any further incident, and the 
locality is perfectly quiet.

to be paid on Lin; nssesaed valuation should be so paid to the Congo State. 

The proch-verbut which had been drawn up for Mr. C, do .MeLilonaore, the Belgian 
Commissioner in Brussels* stated that any such amount should Ijg paid to tho 
Government of His Majesty the King of the Belgians. 

Captain Pearson, the chief Soudan Commissioner, drew the attention of Mr. U, de 
Mnutcnacie to this point of difference, hut thiit gentleman regretted his inability to 
alter the form without instructions from his Govern meat* 

Tho Soudan Commissioner, therefore, to avoid delay signed tho document m it 
stood, hut, at the same time, lie wrote and pointed out the difference to Mtc Belgian 
Commissioner, stating that he was unaware that the transfer of the Congo State to the 
Belgian Government had yet been officially recognised. 

lie further asked for his signature to the pfoc&s-^erbal to be considered as an 
acknowledgment of the transfer of the enclave und of the debt, bin in no way as 
affecting the question of the recognition of the transfer of the Congo State to*the 
Belgian Government.

In consequence of its hostility to the Committee of Union and Trtigrcss. The

'I he adoption of the courao auggptad would, in the lirat plane, imply the 
abandon rftoi it. of the right of I ho Egyptian Government to exercise control over the 
local European press, a right which they always maintained in principle even before 
the British occupation, and in regard to which the mixed courts have give! decisions 
in their favour. 


Secondly, ii would give enmnmy to the feeding that it was one more instance of 
undue pressure being brought to brat' on Kgypl in order to favour Hie foreigner at. the 
expense of the native. Criticisms him? already been directed a gain si the Egyptian 
Government tor not applying the penal provisions of the Press Law to European 
newspzipfrs. These criticisms are at present answered by tlic fact that no such 
newspapers have in I ringed the inw, Imt slroiig and justifiable resentment would be 
foil; if the biller were Co lie legally exempted from the regulations laid down for the 
vnrmmular press. H might well liappeni, in tllGte G re kttn stances, that an Arabic 
newspaper would ho published I'm- the mere reproduction of im article which had 
appeared with impunity in a European journal. 

Again, alllnvu.gh llm local Eure pom press has been, of late yeui’s, moderate in 
tone, it hy no humus follows that ibis state of alTaira will always continue, tit i ho 
larger low ns there exists a numerous population of low-class Europeans, who are il 
constant demcftt of disorder and easy to incite to violence. Such men, and also the 
Egyptian students, who neatly all know'a foreign language, would farm an appreciative 
and impressionable public for any foreign newspaper which might lay Itself out to 
preach violent methods. 

For ihese reasons Urn Majesty's Government consider that, though it may 
be hoped that in practice it will very seldom he necessary to apply the penalties

Supposing that your Excellency eousentet p 
deprive French citizens of the right of printing Arabic newspaper, His Majc^ys

In the spring- of the present year if. wits deckled to try experimentally, and as a 
llnst step in Hie right direction, to bring the night g kaffirs in the province of 
GaliouInch under military discipline. By an arrangement with the War Office, the 
causeripis who undertook to .serve ns gliaffirs in llioir own villages for three years 
under military Law were not drawn for military service. At the same time a call for 
volunteers to servo under a similar Avtitom was inside, and met wiih si satislactui'y 
response. Men were enlisted from armmg the nld -hafffrs, Mm the inhabitants 
generally, nmt from army reservists. Tim new g kaffirs m™ to undoi-go a course of 
drill in a camp, hisi ieg two and admit months, including a brief course of musketry 
practice. They were then to he armed with Remingtons and posted for duty in ihefr 
respective villages. 

At the mid of the present mouth S7£>of these men will be serving as night gbaffirs 
in Gallon hi eh. 

This sell erne has since hoen extended to Eerii-Scuiof, Eayoumyind Assioat, and ar-ill 
result in ike training of some I?,Sill l) glia Hies. 

It is now proposed, during the course of next year, to extend this reorganisation 
to the whole of Egypt. In order to meet the extra expend it ure involved, and in 
view of the increased efficiency of the new foree, llm number of nigjjbt ghalflra will. 
Isa reduced bv 10 per cent., viz,, from 2li,i4£Ji |.o 23,803 men. For the training of 
those ghaffirs, hi officers and 150 uni worn missioned oifioavs have been, or wilt he, 
obtained from the army, and most of the oilmen's will eventually bo attached to the 

force ns inspei;tors; raid.. having a tl 1st fieri in wbitdi there are from 500 to fiOl) 

ghaffirs on duty. The ghfiflirs will undergo a course of drill and inslriictiou fora 
few hours twice a month at their villages or "marknsies/' under the supervision of 
these officer's, They will, however, remain, as heretofore, under the .direct orders of 
tiie village onukbs. 

During the course of last summer I had an opportunity of inspecting tlm 
Gulkmbieh gliallirs under training at lleelnl, and was impressed by the keenness of 
1 1.i■ men, i.lu-ir quickness in learning tile drill, and the ronuirkablo effect of their brief 
training upon their physique and morals,

The new system will undoubtedly have the result of changing the night-ghaflira 
from a useless amt inefficient rabble into a force p resell ting so mo elements of discipline, 
organisation, and ellioiency : further, i he effect of tho training upon individual glmlffra, 
in increasing bis self-respect, and self-reliance, has htien very marked. 

The question has been raised m lo wbelhcr a (bice of t&jUOU 1 rained men might 
not, under certain circumstances, emislituUi rm element of danger ill this country. 
Whilst submitting Ibis' aspect of the new scheme to your consideration, 1 venture to 


observe that the brief training nmi given m i.he ghiilli rs is mol calculated to iorm them 
into n niiliturilv efficient force, that tlu-y Vi ill be scattered all over Egypt, and that it. 


will be diffieuU. to gal her more tlinn a few of them at any given spot, that they will he 
armed with obsolete weapons mid slug ammunition carrying some 50 or (10 yards, 
and (bat, on the whole, they will probably, under the new system, be more amenable to 
the control of (he authorities than has heretofore been the easy. 


If, as there is reason to hope, public seenriIy becomes generally assured by the 
gradual improvement of the police and the ghuffirs, if may Income possible to carry 
through a scheme uf general disarmament of the population ( and the ghaffirs could 
then bo armed with lt nabouts *' instead of Remingtons,
